Plan to transfer 
QM promotion 
Braising doubts'

A new plan to market the 


Queen Mary as part of a larger 
package of tourist attractions in 
Long Beach is beginning to raise 
doubts in the minds of some city 
officials. 


The doubts are largely private 


in nature, though, and it remains 
to be seen whether they surface in 
the form of public criticism by the 
time details of the plan reach the 
City Council within the next few 
weeks. 


It's generally agreed that the 


new marketing scheme will hav? 
a vital bearing on the future suc- 
cess — or continued failure — of 
the Queen. 
. 
Thus far, only one of th? 


critics — Marvin Wolff, head of 
the Queen Mary Department, a 
division of the city's new tide- 
lands agency — has chosen to 
comment publicly on the issue. 


Wolff, whose efforts to pump 


life into the ailing tourist attrac-

tion have produced some startling 
results in recent months, said he's 
[earful that the city's intention to 
transfer the Queen's marketing 
operation to a new promotional 
agency will hurt the ship just 
when her condition is snowing 
signs of improvement. 
. . 


And it's that worry that is 


finding a muted echo in some City 
Hall circles. 


Under the new plan, the sales 


and marketing operations of the 
Queen Mary and the Long Beach 
Convention Center will be consoli- 
dated under the auspices of the 
city's new Promotion and Service 
Corp., a quasi-public body that 
recently took over the functions of 
the old Convention and News Bu- 
reau.. 


The merger idea was spawned 


earlier this year as part of City 
Manager John Dever's larger 
reorganization of Long Beach city 
government and was approved by 
the council in March. 


The notion of marketing the 


two attractions as part of a Single 
promotional package — along 
with the Grand Prix and other 
city attractions, including the 
shoreline — appeared to have 
wide backing at the time. At least 
no one seemed to take serious 
exception to it then. 


.. But now, as the plan's details 


are being readied for presentation 
to the council, the notion of con- 
solidation is being questioned — 
although most officials still seem 
firmly committed.to the idea, in- 
cluding Dever.

Frigid weather in East, Midwest 
Hurricane-force winds blast Colorado

High winds blew windows out 


of office towers in Denver and 
Boulder, Colo., and a traffic- 
snarling ice storm slashed into 
the Kansas City area, causing at 
least one death, as a pair of 
winter storms brought frigid 
weather to much of the nation. 


Slippery roadways and haz- 


ardous driving conditions were 
posted through the East and the 
Midwest.. About 375 persons had 
died during the long holiday 
weekend on the nation's streets 
and highways by Saturday 
evening. 


In the Kansas City area, 


bridges, overpasses and streets 
were covered with a sheet of ice 
late Saturday, and police asked 
motorists to stay off the city's 
streets. 


While some stores in the area 


closed early, at least one shop- 
ping center said it would stay 
open all night to handle stranded 
motorists. 


A Northeast storm dumped 17 


inches of snow in Piseco, N.Y., 9 
inches at Union City, Pa., and 5 
inches at Burlington, Vt. Another 


For the first time in three 


days, Long Beach was not the 
hottest place in the 
country 


Saturday. The San Fernando Val- 
ley community of Northridge 
took that honor with a steamy 92 
degrees. But the mercury did 
climb to 86 in Long Beach Satur- 


day afternoon as warm sunny 
skies continued to grace the 
Southland. Lifeguards reported 
thousands of beachgoers at most 
Southland beaches despite slug- 
gish surf that reached "zero" in 
Long Beach but up to 2 feet in 
Malibu Saturday. 


storm moved across the northern 
Great Plains, bringing strong 
winds to the eastern slope of the 
Rocky Mountains. 


In Colorado, the high winds 


halted traffic and downed power 
lines in a 120-mile stretch from 
Fort Collins south to Colorado 
Springs. A gust of 119-miles per 
hour was clocked at Davidson 
Mesa, east of Boulder, and 109 
mph at a shopping center in 
Boulder. At Denver's Stapleton 
International Airport, 
officials 


reported 50 mph gusts, 75 mph at 
the Denver Federal Center, 90 
mph near the Rocky FSafs nu- 
clear weapons plant and 100 mph 
at Squaw Mountain west of Ever- 
green. 


Plate glass windows were 


blown out of United Bank build- 
ings in Boulder and the Columbia 


Savings building in downtown 
Denver. 


Sporadic power outages were 


reported in Denver, Boulder, 
Arvada, Lakewood and Louis- 
ville. 


The Boulder Turnpike. was 


closed several times Saturday, 
and there was at least one cnain- 
reaction collision that !sent 
several holiday travelers to the 
hospital for treatment of minor 
injuries. 


The Colorado State Patrol 


stopped camper and trailer traf- 
fic 
on Interstate Highway 25 


north of Greeley because of high 
winds. 


A rash of traffic accidents in 


Michigan was blamed on high 
winds and slippery roads', as resi- 
dents braced for another snow- 
storm forecast for today.. A 


storm Friday was blamed for 
three deaths, including those of 
two boys struck by a car when 
their sled slid into its path. 


Snow blanketed a wide area, 


and below-freezing temperatures 
combined with gusting winds to 
make it frigid throughout much 
of the state Saturday. 


Forecasters said a new storm 


was moving in, and gale warn- 
ings were posted for Lake Huron 
and Lake St. Clair. 


In New York, several thou- 


sand Niagara Mohawk Power 
Corp. customers were without 
power for a while Saturday after 
a storm dumped up to 17 inches 
of snow in northern and western 
areas of the state. Wet snow and 
tree limbs snapped power lines 
from Watertown to Pulaski. 


Today's storm was expected 


to dump up to a foot of snow near 
Lake Erie and Ontario and 3 to 5 
inches elsewhere in northern and 
western New York. 


Rain was expected to con- 


tinue in the Pacific Northwest, 
where temperatures were mild. 
Some minor flooding along rivers 
was expected in Washington. 


Israel says 
yes; Syria 
spurns bid 


CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — Presi- 


dent Anwar Sadat on Saturday 
invited Egypt's Arab neighbors, Is- 
rael, the United States and the 
Soviet Union to Cairo to prepare for 
a return to the Geneva Mideast 
peace conference. .The call was 
promptly accepted by Israel and 
rejected by Syria. 


Sadat said later he would ne- 


gotiate "with the Israelis alone" if 
the other Arab countries refused to 
send representatives to Cairo. 


Following up on his dramatic 


visit to Israel a week ago, Sadat 
told the Egyptian parliament in a 
major address: "Cairo is ready, 
starting from Saturday next, God. 
willing, to receive all the parties of 
the (Mideast) conflict." 


IN AN emotional, 80-mkmte 


speech punctuated by table-thump- 
ing and bursts of applause, Sadat 
also declared he was "proud" of 
his visit to Jerusalem, blasted the 
Russians and assailed Arab critics 
of his Israeli mission. 


A spokesman for Israeli Prime 


Minister Menahem Begin in Je- 
rusalem said as soon as Israel re- 
ceives a formal invitation, "the 
Cabinet will decide who to author- 
ize to represent it at the Cairo 
talks." 


In Damascus, Syrian Foreign 


Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam 
said it. was impossible for Syria to 
attend a Cairo meeting "because 
the road to peace is not through the 
Knesset" The reference was to 
Sadat's speech last Sunday before 
the Israeli parliament, which Syria 
bitterly denounced as treachery. 


The United States issued a cau- 


tious statement saying a Cairo 
preparatory conference "could be 
helpful and we are consulting with 
the other parties." 


UNITED NATIONS Secretary- 


General Kurt Waldheim said in 
New York that he, too, was confer- 
ring with others who were invited. 
There was no immediate response 
from Jordan or Lebanon, the other 
Arab states bordering Israel, or 
from Moscow. 


"Whoever comes here, I shall 


be starting the conference with 
him," Sadat told NBC in the Suez 
Canal city of Ismailia after his 
speech. "If only the Israelis come I 
will start the conference." 


The Egyptian leader empha- 


sized that he was "not after a sepa- 
rate settlement" with Israel and 
any agreement worked out in Cairo 
or Geneva would be submitted to 
an Arab summit conference. 


Shimon Peres, leader of Is- 


rael's opposition Labor Party, said 
in Jerusalem he believed that King 
Hussein of Jordan, mayors of 
several cities' in the Israeli-oc- 
cupied West Bank of the Jordan 
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Supreme Court ready to weigh MacDonald slayings

The longstanding case of Dr. 


Jeffrey MacDonald — the former 
Green Beret captain charged with 
the murders of his pregnant wife 
and two children — goes before 
the nation's highest court in mid- 
January. 


Defense and prosecution 


briefs have been filed and the 
Supreme Court justices will de- 
cide whether the St. Mary Medi- 
cal Center emergency room chief 
physician should stand trial. 


The question before the jus- 


tices — on appeal by the Justice 
Department — is whether the 


charges against MacDonald 
should be dismissed on the 
grounds he was denied a speedy 
trial. 


An appellate court, in revers- 


ing a lower court decision, de- 
cided he had been denied the 
speedy trial and ordered all 
charges dropped. Government 
attorneys appealed the decision to 
the Supreme Court. 


MacDonald's wife, Colette, 


and his two daughters, Kimberly, 
5, and Kristen, 2, were bludg- 
eoned and stabbed to death in 
their home at Fort Bragg, N.C., 
on Feb. 17, 1970. MacDonald, then 
a captain in the Army Medical 
Corps assigned to the Green 


Berets, phoned the military police 
at 3:40 am. for help. 


The only one left alive in the 


small home, MacDonald said he 
had been attacked and his family 
killed by a group of four hippie 
types who chanted, "Acid is 
groovy; kUl the pigs." . 


Because of what investigators 


called "inconsistencies" in his 
story and the physical evidence, 
MacDonald was warned He was a 
suspect in the slayings on April 6, 
1970, and was restricted to the 
military reservation. On May-l, 
criminal charges were preferred 
against him under Article 30 of 
the Uniform Code of Military Jus- 
tice. 


After a military hearing; the 


charges were dismissed on pet. 
23, 1970, because of insufficient 
evidence. 


A month later MacDonald's 


request for a discharge for rea- 
sons of hardship was granted; 
however, at the request of the 
Department of Justice, the Army 
continued its investigation. 


Because of the 
continued 


investigation, a federal grand 


• jury in North Carolina was impa- 


neled in August 1974 to look into 
the case, and the FBI began an 
extensive re-investigation of- the 
crime. 
. 


MacDonald was indicted for 


the murders on Jan. 24,1975. 


The doctor's request for a 


change of venue from North Ca- 
rolina was denied in May, and two 
months later the appellate court 
similarly denied the request. 


In July 1975 the district court 


denied his motion for dismissal on 
several grounds, including double 
jeopardy, pre-indictment delay 
and denial of a speedy trial. How- 
ever, the appellate court over- 
turned the lower court's ruling, 
and the government appealed this 
time to the Supreme Court. 


In fighting for the dismissal of 


charges, defense attorneys' briefs 
to the Supreme Court alleged that 
the initial and subsequent investi- 


gations were faulty and that the 
government — through delay and 
mishandling — was "negligent 
and indifferent to the doctor's 
constitutional rights." 


The defense said: "When mili- 


tary police and medical personnel 
arrived at the house, Dr. Mac- 
Donald was found unconscious, 
but later was able to supply infor- 
mation concerning the attackers, 
including a description of a 
woman member of the group. The. 
description matched that of a 
woman seen on a deserted street 
corner at 4 a.m. near the Mae- 
Donald home by a military police-

How a dream romance soured

They started like a story- 


,book couple, the stuff of which 
slick magazine covers are 
made. 


George 
Corley 
Wallace, 


about to be inaugurated to his 
second term as governor of Ala- 
bama, was a strong presidential 
contender. The bride on his arm 
was Cornelia Ellis Snively, niece 
of a former Alabama governor, 
a beauty queen and a former 
professional water skier and 
singer. 


They were married in a 


quiet, private ceremony Jan. 4, 
1971, 
and might have lived 


happily ever after. 


Six and a half years later, 


the storybook couple are en- 
gaged in a bitter divorce battle 
that Wallace's enemies hope 
may destroy the rest of his po- 
litical dreams. 


It didn't take Montgomery 


by surprise when Mrs. Wallace 
moved out of the governor's 
mansion Sept. 6. The capital had 
already been titillated by bits 
and pieces of cloak and dagger 
intrigue that hinted at the 
stormy relations behind the 
mansion's white columns. 


A year earlier, in September 


1976, Wallace revealed his wife 
had bugged the telephone in his 
bedroom. 


She did it because enemies 


were trying to destroy her mar- 
riage by poisoning Wallace's 
mind with tales of infidelity, 
said Mrs. Wallace, who. at 38, is 
20 years younger than her hus- 
band. 


Wallace has been confined to 


a wheelchair, paralyzed from 
the waist down, since an assassi- 
nation attempt in 1972. 


In the year following revela- 


tion of the taping there were 
tales that Wallace was threaten- 
ing divorce. 


A clue the end was near 


surfaced in August when a di- 
vorce petition drawn up for 
Wallace, but not filed, 
was 


leaked. A month later Mrs. Wal- 
lace moved out, and on Sept. 12, 
a week after her departure, Wal- 
lace's petition was filed.

Mrs. Wallace filed a counter- 


suit three days later, on Sept. 15, 
accusing her husband of "actual 
violence and cruelty" and ask- 
ing for "liberal s u m s as 
alimony, support and mainte- 
nance." 


Mrs. 
Wallace's friends say 


the Alabama first lady was 
driven near despair by her hus- 
band's cruelty and suspicions. 
They said he assaulted her, 
embarrassed her publicly, ac- 
cused her of having affairs, had 
her followed and refused to give 
her money. 


Another w o m a n s a i d , 


"Cornelia is one of my best 
friends; I know she tried — he's 
a very difficult man to.iive with. 
He was all politician; he had no 
real human feelings." 


They said Mrs. Wallace 


loved her husband and valued 
family life above all else. - 


The governor's 
associates 


say stories circulated by Mrs. 
Wallace's friends that Wallace 
physically abused his wife — in- 
cluding "a choking incident" — 
are so far-fetched that no one 
believes them. 


Joe Azbell, a political strate-

gist who has worked in Wal- 
lace's campaigns and wrote his 
newsletter for five years, said a 
political survey he conducted 
statewide shows Wallace's popu- 
larity isn't suffering as a result 
of the divorce or his wife's accu- 
sations. 


Wallace plans in 1978 to seek 


the U.S. Senate seat now held by 
veteran Sen. John Sparkman, D- 
Ala. Sparkman, 78, hasn't said 
whether he'll seek re-election, 
but it seems likely he'll retire. 


Wallace's desire to be sena- 


tor may be one of the cards in 
his wife's deck. By dragging out 
the case so a trial, if there is 
one, 
falls during the Senate 


campaign, her attorneys hope to 
force a better settlement. 


Speculation about how much 


clout Mrs. Wallace may have 
over her husband harks back to 
the tapes she made more than a 
year ago. 


Although Wallace said he de- 


stroyed the tapes when the sys- 
tem was found, the Montgomery 
Advertiser reported last month 
some 400 tapes still exist. The 
newspaper said some of the 
tapes are of "conversations a 


married man ought not to be 
having with other women." 


Several people said that 


Wallace loved to talk on the tele- 
phone, to women friends as well 
as men. All denied knowledge of 
any improper conversations. 


Mrs. Wallace's attorneys de- 


clined to comment on the exist- 
ence or contents of the tapes, 
described by one Wallace associ- 
ate as "a lawyer's poker hand." 


Whether or not the tapes 


influence the outcome of the di- 
vorce, they played a big role in 
the outcome of the marriage, 
one source close to the governor 
said. 


"The thing that .really cap- 


ped it off was when one of the 
people in the mansion found the 
bugging device tied to his phone. 
. . . He exploded; it just abso- 
lutely grabbed him," the source 
said. He said after the taping: 
"Wallace didn't trust her any- 
more. This taping thing gnawed 
on him and gnawed on him, 
down to a raw nerve." 


A Montgomery newspaper 


reported Mrs. Wallace installed 
the bugging system after she 
learned her husband had 
ordered surveillance of her. 


Several observers said that 


Wallace political cronies who 
didn't like his young wife started 
gossip about her that contrib- 
uted to the breakdown of the 
marriage. 


Mrs. Wallace's own political 


savvy was a threat to Wallace 
aides who feared her influence 
over the governor, several politi- 
cal observers said. A friend said 
Wallace himself wasn't happy 
when Mrs. Wallace made noises 
about running for governor in 
1978. 
"It 
wouldn't help his 


chances for the Senate to have 
his wife running for governor," 
he said. 


Another said, "It's hard to 


separate love and politics with a 
person like Cornelia. She kind of 
had stars in her eyes." 


One friend summed up the 


divorce; "You just have two 
politicians here, and sometimes 
their ambitions collide."

lured thousands of Americans to offbeat 
festivals at opposite ends of the nation 
Saturday. 


In South Carolina, more than 23,000 


gathered at the 12th annual Chitlin Strut 
to eat the Southern fried specialty and 
hear hog calls from such hardy throats 
as that of Sen. Strom Thurmond. 


In Washington State, a smaller 


crowd braved early morning rain to 
attend the second annual Cooper Caper, 
where aerial jumpers helped com- 
memorate the exploits of skyjacker 
.D.B. Cooper, who leapt into the area six 
years ago with a bagful of $20 bills. 


At Salley, a town of fiOl in central 


South Carolina, brisk breezes wafted 
;the smell of five tons of ehitlins over the 
area, but Fire Chief P.G. Sharpe in- 
sisted: "The odor's not as bad as some 
have made it out to be." 


Visitors seemed more inclined to 


agree with another resident, who said, 
"If you can think of anything that 
smells so bad that it would take about a 
week for it to wear away, then it's that 
bad." 


The odor and temperatures in the 


•tOs did not deter the crowd, which stood 
in line for a $3 plate of slaw, hash, rice 
and ehitlins — the small intestines of 
pigs, turned inside out. scraped, boiled, 
battered and deep fried. Sharpe said 
they taste "similar to fried pork rinds." 
Town officials dreamed up the strut in 
1966 as a way of raising money. Since 
then, the festival has brought in $75,000. 


In Ariel, a Washington community

many as 4,000 people stopped by to look at the mansion 
and take snapshots outside the walls since Friday's 
announcement that the gravesites of Presley and his 
mother would be open for public viewing beginning 
today. 


An estate spokesman said he expects as many as 


10,000 people to view the gravesites today. 


Mr. and Mrs.-Earl Price of Greensboro, N.C., who 


were at the mansion Saturday, said they took a plane 
to Memphis last week especially to visit the Presley 
home. They had made their plans before it was an- 
nounced that the gravesite would be opened. "We left 
the kids at home to make this trip, so we have to be 
back tonight," Mrs. Price said. "But we'll be back."

burglary put me out of business. 


The culprit, an 18-year-old male, has since been 


apprehended and he pleaded guilty, but only a small 
part of the .merchandise was recovered. What recourse 
do I have to try to recoup my losses? H.E., Wilmington. 


Your chances of doing that appear slim. When the 


I •' defendant is sentenced Dec. 28, he could be required by 
i 
the judge to repay you, but such an order usually won't 
be issued if the defendant doesn't have any money or 
substantial assets and this appears to be the situation in 
your case.' 


If restitution isn't ordered, your only recourse 


would be to file a civil lawsuit against the defendant, 


5 according to a spokesman for the Los Angeles County 
: district attorney's office. He said that if you obtain a 
' civil judgment, it would remain in force for 10 years an;! 


you ultimately might be able to collect on it if the 
defendant acquires any assets you could attach. 


The county probation department currently is 


preparing its recommendations for sentencing the de- 
fendant, and, in such cases, the department usually will 
contact the victim for a statement on his. losses. But 
even if the probation department report recommends 
that restitution be ordered, it's still up to the judge.

The new sidewalks were defaced by vandals before 


the concrete dried, and the contractor has been ordered 
to replace the damaged sections at no additional cost to 
the city, said George Johnson, Long Beach's acting city 
engineer. 


The city holds a contractor responsible for protect- 


ing newly poured sidewalks from vandals, and in the 
case of the Atlantic Avenue job, the concrete was poured 
late in the day and was still wet when the work crews 
left for the night. Marks in wet concrete sometimes can 
be removed by a grinding process, but in this case, they 
were too deep and the job had to be redone. Johnson 
said. 


Bill's book 


In 1954, William G. Bonelli, former member of the 


California Board of Equalization, published a book, 
"Billion Dollar Blackjack," which was supposed to be 
an expose on the Los Angeles Times. I was told that as 
soon as the book hit the streets, the Times bought up all 
the copies. Is this true? I have searched unsuccessfully 
for this book. J.E., Long Beach. • 


The Times Mirror Co.-denies it made any attempts 


to stop the sale of Bonelli's book, and we were told by a 
book dealer that copies do turn up from time to time in 
used bookstores. 


The Long Beach Main Library, 101 Pacific Ave., 


has the book, and you probably can get your own copy 
by contacting one of the bookstores that offer book 
locating services. Two such shops are Coleman Book 
Locators, 257 E: Market St., and Attic's City Books, 
11032 Magnolia St., Garden Grove. 


Bonelli, who had been the subject of a 1953 Los 


Angeles Mirror expose on the Board of Equalization's 
liquor licensing practices, alleged in his book that the 
Times Mirror Co. had manipulated city and county 
officials to build its financial empire. At the time, the 
Times publisher denounced the book as "a compilation 
of half-truths and outright falsehoods" and "a pre- 
election Smokescreen." 


Bonelli, who had served as a member of the power- 


ful Board of Equalization since 1938, was defeated hi the 
November 1954 election. He moved to Arizona and 
subsequently was charged with taking $250,000 in bribes 
for liquor licenses. In 1956, Bonelli fled to Mexico, where 
he died in 1970 at the age of 74. . , 


Bonelli was'eligible for retirement in 1959, and he 


asked the that his pension checks be sent to him in 
Mexico, but the state refused and impounded the funds, 
daring him to return to California to collect the money. 
In July, an appellate court ruled that the $100,000 in 
accumulated pension funds plus interest must be paid to 
Bonelli's widow.

A friend and I decided to move into a Costa Mesa 


apartment together, and on Sept. 9 paid the manager a 
$150 deposit to hold it. We did not sign any kind of rental 
agreement. Two days later, I was in a traffic accident 
and had to pay my insurance deductible in order to get 
my car repaired, so could no longer afford to rent the 
new apartment.

holding deposit, according to the "California Tenants'

maintains your inability to take the apartment caused 
him to keep it off the market for more than a week, 
"which more than ate up the deposit money. I'm not in 
business to absorb other people's hard luck," he said.

defense attorneys say, MacDonald 
has been questioned by govern- 
ment agents at least eight times, 
has never refused to answer ques- 
tions and has never exercised his 
Fifth Amendment right against 
self-incrimination. 


fie also, the brief contends, 


"made unsuccessful continuing ef- 
forts to obtain meetings with the 
Justice Department attorneys in 
order to obtain a resolution of the 
case." Despite this, they say, the 
government has delayed the case, 
without justification, since there 
has been no "new" evidence since 
the case was initially investi- 
gated. 


Not so. say government attor- 


neys, who insist that renewed 
investigations have led to a num- 
ber of significant discoveries. 


In the initial investigation, the 


government's brief maintains. 


there were inconsistencies be- 
tween what MacDonald said and 
the laboratory analysis of the evi- 
dence: 


"For example, although Dr. 


MacDonald alleged that he had 
been stabbed in the right chest, 
and although' he had in fact suf- 
fered an incision and a partially 
collapsed right lung, there was no 
hole in the right front portion of 
his pajama top to correspond to 
that wound. . . . Although he had 
not sustained any stab wounds to 
his back, more than 30 puncture 
wounds were visible on the rear 
panels of his pajama top. . . . 
Although he alleged that he had 
been violently assaulted in his liv- 
ing room, no seam threads or 
fabric yarns from his pajamas 
were uncovered in a minute, pile- 
by-pile examination of the living 
room rug. . . . Although he alleged 
he had been attacked with a 
wooden club, no splinters from 
the club were found in the living 
room, despite the fact that such 
splinters were discovered in the 
bedrooms . . . nor was there any 
trace of blood on the couch, walls, 
floor or rug in the area of his 
alleged attack." 


These and other discrepancies 


enumerated in the brief, the attor- 
neys contend, led to the doctor's 
arrest by the military. 


Alter the dismissal of charges 


against MacDonald and his re- 
lease by the military, the brief 
maintains, a further investigation 
ensued, and some 700 persons 
were interviewed in 30 states and 
foreign countries, and extensive 
forensic tests were undertaken. 
This renewed investigation, attor- 
neys said, led to a number of 
significant discoveries. 


"For 
example," the brief 


m a i n t a i n s , "when Dr. Mac- 
Donald's pajama top was folded 
in the same manner in which it 
had been found on Colette Mac- 
Donald's body, the puncture holes 
in the garment corresponded to 
the ice pick wounds sustained in 
her chest. In addition, the govern-

that a crumpled and blood-soaked 
sheet found in the master bed- 
room near Colette's body bore 


. bloody fabric impressions of her 


pajamas, suggesting that she had 
been carried while wrapped in the 
sheet. The sheet also bore fabric 
impressions of her blood left by 
Dr. MacDonald's torn pajama 
top. 


The five years before the doc- 


tor's indictment v.'as spent in 
"diligent efforts to solve a com- 
plex and bizarre crime," the brief 
says. The period between the 
murder in February 1970 and 
October 1970, when military 
charges against the doctor were 
dropped, the government attor- 
neys say, was consumed by the 
Army's initial exhaustive investi- 
gation. During the ensuing 
months, until June 1972, the case 
was reinvestigated. Then, they 
say, for two years Justice Depart- 
ment personnel "digested" the 
record of the massive investiga- 
tion, and in May 1974 it was de- 
cided to go to the grand jury. 


"In sum," the brief says, "Dr. 


MacDonald has been charged by 
the grand jury with three serious 
crimes. To preclude prosecution 
of a defendant whose guilt may be 
capable of establishment beyond 
a reasonable doubt is a grave 
step. It should not be taken on the 
basis of judicial second guessing 
of the quality of the investiga- 
tion."

O.C. kidnap-murder case 
baffling as whodunit tale

Organized crime. Gov- 


ernment ineptitude. Mur- 
der. Drugs. 


In Orange County, the 


district attorney's office is 
faced with prosecuting an 
entangled, complex mur- 
der and conspiracy case 
that has all the elements 
of a pulp detective novel. 


There are seven men 


and a woman named in an 
indictment charging mur- 
der 
and conspiracy to 


commit murder. 


Ten others—John and 


Jane Does—were indicted 
as unnamed co-conspira- 
tors: 


It is a case involving a 


murder that authorities 
believe was committed in 
retaliation for a kidnap- 
ping. The kidnapping was 
committed, police believe, 
because the victim and his 
associates ran one of the 
largest 
money-making 


narcotics operations on 
the West Coast. 


THE DRUG ring, in 


turn, supposedly supplied 
a Newport Beach firm 
with millions of dollars in 
capital—which was chan- 
neled i n t o 
legitimate 


Orange County businesses. 


That's the prosecution's 


belief. 


Pressured by national 


publicity surrounding the 
case, and the intricate 
twists at every turn in the 
plot, the district attorney's 
office is pushing hard. 


The DA's prosecution 


team will endeavor to 
prove three individual 
criminal involvements: 


—That the officers of 


Prasadam 
Distributing 


Inc., in retaliation for an 
August kidnapping of PDI 
official Alex Kulik, con- 
spired with "five Italians" 


to murder Stephen Bovan, 
Bob Shea and Stan 
Kieffer. 


—That the Italians, hav- 


ing accepted a $25,000 con- 
tract on each of the three 
men, tracked down Bovan 
and killed him in a New- 
port Beach parking lot 
Oct. 22. 


—That Kulik, the same 


man kidnapped in August, 
was carrying nearly $1 
million in pure heroin 
when he was arrested the 
day of Bovan's death. 


INITIALLY, it appeared 


to be a strong case for the 
prosecution. 


The district 
attorney's 


office found the murder 
weapon—a 9mm revolver 
thrown into Newport Bay. 
Police got a confession 
from one of the "Italians," 
Jerry Fiori, who said he 
killed Bovan to collect on 
the $25,000 contract 
offered by PDI officials. 
Fiori then identified two 
friends, Raymond Resco 
and Anthony Marone Jr., 
as having been with him 
the night of the killing.

Fiori released a letter 


through an attorney say- 
ing he'd killed Bovan, but 
had done it alone. There 
was no conspiracy with 
PDI, he said, and neither 
Resco nor Marone Jr. had 
been with him the night of 
the killing. 


Marone Jr. and Resco 


told investigators they had 
rehearsed the initial con- 
fession to take the heat off 
Fiori—even practiced de- 
scribing where the murder 
weapon had been dis- 
carded.

to Health, Education and 
..Welfare Secretary Joseph 
A. Califano, Connie J. 


' Downey said her panel 


didn't have the direction, 
scope, authority or money 
necessary to attack the 
underlying problems of 
unwanted pregnancies. 


Califano, who like Presi- 


dent Carter personally op- 
poses 
abortion, has 


pledged to come up with 
alternatives. He received 
the memo several weeks 
ago but apparently has not 
responded. 


His d e p a r t m e n t at- 


tempted to keep the memo 
from the public. 


Ms. Downey, acting 


. director of special project 


planning at H E W . con- 
firmed she had written the 
paper when asked about 
it. 


BUT SHE said it was 


intended as "an internal 
working paper with no 
substantive proposals or 
program suggestions in- 
tended for the public." 


E i l e e n S h a n a h a n , 


spokeswoman for Cali- 
fano, denied a reporter's 
request for the memo. She 
said it was "an internal 
document." 


The Associated Press 


obtained a copy from 
other sources while await- 
ing the outcome of a for- 
mal request for the ma- 
terial under the Freedom 
of Information Act. 


The abortion issue has 


provoked an emotional 
disagreement in recent 
months both within the 
administration and in Con- 
gress, where the House 
and Senate have been 


deadlocked for several 
months on the question of 
federal financing of abor- 
tions for poor women. 


Several members of the 


administration, most of 
them women, met earlier 
this year to draft a memo- 
randum for the president 
expressing disappointment 
with his views on abortion. 
The group later dropped 
the idea of sending a 
. memorandum and some of 
the aides decided to send 
Carter letters instead. 


In her five-page docu- 


ment with numerous at- 
tachments, Ms. Downey 
said women who seek 
abortions financed by the 
government have numer- 
ous problems ranging 
from concerns for their 
health to fears for the fu- 
ture of their families. 


"Abortion is but one 


alternative solution to 
many of the 'problems.'" 
she wrote. "It is an option, 
uniquely, which is exer- 
cised between conception 
and live birth. As such, 
the literal alternatives to 
it are suicide, motherhood 


• and, some would add, 
madness. 


"Consequently, there is 


some confusion, discom- 
fort and cynicism greeting 
efforts to 'find' or 'empha- 
size' or 'identify' alterna- 
tives to Abortion." 


After Califano ordered 


Ms. Downey's interagency 
task force set up, his of- 
fice created another team 
to deal with teen-age preg- 
nancies. The memo said

forts. 


MS. DOWNEY noted the

Panama Canal treaty are 
stepping up their public 
campaign at the same 
time a top labor spokes- 
man predicts support for 
the pact will increase. 


Two anti-treaty groups. 


The American Conserv- 
ative Union and The Con- 
s e r v a t i v e 
C a u c u s , 


announced plans t h i s 
weekend to expand radio 
and television drives de- 
signed to encourage oppo- 
sition to the treaty. 


AFL-CIO 
President 


George Meany, mean- 
while, said that "as reason 
replaces emotion" public 
support will grow for the 
pact, which he labeled a 
"solid piece of statesman- 
s h i p for the

States." 


The Senate is expected 


to vote next year on the 
treaty which would cede 
control of the waterway to 
Panama by the year 2000. 


ACU chairman Rep. 


Philip Crane, R-I11., an- 
nounced that a half-hour 
TV documentary, "There 
is no Panama Canal...- 
There is an American 
Canal in Panama," will be 
broadcast in nine southern 
and- southwestern states 
beginning Dec. 2. 


The television film, pro- 


duced at a cost of $20,000, 
has already been shown in 
three states.

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - The arraignment of two 


women charged with child neglect in the starvation 
death of a 6-year-old boy was continued Saturday 
when one of the women collapsed in the courtroom 
while receiving a "spiritual reply." 


Marion County Municipal Court Judge Patrick 


Barton set another hearing for Wednesday and sent 
Trula Bush, 35, and Willa Mayes, 40, back t« jail 
under $15,000 bond each. 


Mrs. Mayes had to be helped from the cowtroom 


after she collapsed to her knees before the judge. 
Mrs. Bush said, 'ill's nothing but a spiritual reply." 


Police found the body of Mrs. Bush's son, Darnel, 


and discovered five other children suffering from 
malnutrition m the basement of the women's small, 
one-story frame home on Friday. 


Police said the youngsters apparently were fed 


little more than salt water m what may have been 
part of a religious rite to ward off demon's. • 


The dead boy, who at 35 pounds was at least 20 


pounds underweight, died from malnutrition and 
dehydration, said the physician who performed the 
autopsy. 


His mother is charged with three counts of 


neglect and involuntary manslaughter and Mrs. 
Mayes is being held on three neglect charges. 


THE OTHER FIVE CHILDREN, a brother and 


sister of the dead boy and three of Mrs. Mayes' 
grandchildren, remained hospitalized, all suffering 
from malnutrition. 


William Bush, 8, remained in critical condition 


Saturday. His sister, Katherine, 7, improved and was 
listed in serious condition, a hospital spokesman said. 


Billy Williams, 8; Michael Collier, 7, and Sabrina 


Collier, 5, were reported in good condition. 


Authorities said the women and children lived in 


the basement of their home and rented the first floor 
to others. 


Several neighbors reported they considered the 


place off limits, recalling nocturnal chanting coming 
from the basement. 


Authorities said both women were members of 


St. Jude Temple of Spiritual Truth, housed in an old, 
partially-boarded up home with paper facsimiles of 
stained glass in some of the windows. 


The arresting officer, police detective Joseph 


Lackey, said Daniel probably had been fed the salt 
solution for at least a month before his mother called 
an ambulance early Friday, reporting that her son 
"didn't look too good." 


The autopsy showed the boy had received no 


solid food for at least a day, said Dr. Josefino 
Aguilar. A hospital spokesman also said the autopsy 
by Aguilar disclosed the "highest concentration of 
salt in the bloodstream we've ever seen."

Monday after a 10-day 
Thanksgiving recess, dur- 
ing which conference lead- 
ers discussed possible 
areas of compromise with 
administration energy offi- 
cials. • 


While some lawmakers 


say they doubt that Con- 
gress can finish the work 
this year, 
Democratic 


leaders are determined to 
present Carter with a na- 
tional energy bill this 
year. 


"Our whole psychology 


is that there will be a bill 
this year. Putting it over 
— or even parts of it — 
until next year would be 
absolutely contrary to the 
strategy that has evolved 
on the part of the leader- 
ship," said Rep.

paperbacks. 


Often the first question a 
circumnavigator asks on 
stepping ashore is not 
"Where's the shower?" 
but "Got any paperbacks 
to swap?" 


Not only yachts but 


marriages have foundered 
while going around the 
world. Few things stretch 
the bonds of matrimony 
more t h a n spending 


•'. months on end never far- 


ther than 36 feet, say, 
from a spouse. 


Other hazards are cus- 


toms officers who may 
never have seen a yacht 
before and develop tunnel 
vision right down the 
sights of their automatic 
rifles. 


A friend of the Leahys 


not only had his boat im- 
pounded by suspicious offi- 
cials in a remote section 
of Indonesia but an armed 
guard was put aboard. 
They said his cruising per- 
mit was not proper. Leahy 
took to his ham radio. By 
chance he raised Ameri- 
ca's best known ham 
operator, the senior sena- 
tor from Arizona, in Barry 
Goldwater's Capitol office. 
The guard was removed 
the next day. 


FOR MOST circumnavi- 


gators, however, 
the 


enemy is routine. Guard- 


ing against sail chafe. 
Deciding which cans to 
open for dinner, providing 
the labels haven't come 
off. Keeping the sextant 
clean. Trying to remem- 
ber where you stowed 
what 


Those moored to a 


permanent paycheck may 
wonder how these wander- 
ers can afford it. Gener- 
ally, living is cheaper at 
sea than on land. The 
wind, notes Dan Leahy, is 
f r e e . There are no 
property taxes, no phones 
or cars to support, no 
school bills, no plumbers' 
bills. By necessity, cir- 
cumnavigators 
become 


jacks of all trades and fix 
their own things. 


Leahy, an admitted me- 


chanical ignoramus, re- 
built most of his diesel en- 
gine in South Africa with 
the help of the owner's 
manual and the advice of 
a mechanic who stopped 
by each morning on his 
way to work. 


Arlo Nish, a onetime 


fisherman, sold his share 


in a contracting business, 
rented his home in San 
Leandro, Calif., took his 
three kids out of school 
and has been at sea al- 
most two years aboard his 
65-foot ketch Sonic. His 
wife, Marty, became the 
school teacher, using, as 
many cruisers do, the Cal- 
vert correspondence sys- 
tem. 


"I WAS PRETTY strict 


the first year," she said. 
"The 
second I figured 


they'd learn more knowing 
the countries we visited." 


But mouths still have to 


be fed. In St. Thomas, 
M a r t y shopped at an 
American supermarket for 
the first time, in almost 
two years. Shfe rang up a 
bill of $3,000.

trying desperately if pathetically 
to get back on her feet — and 
when those who were betting on 
her seemed to be dominated more 
by wishful thinking than sound 
business sense. 


But that was eight months 


ago. 


Since then, the situation has 


changed dramatically, and the 
ship has experienced a turn- 
around in attendance and tour 
revenues. 


The turnaround started soon 


a f t e r Wolff's department took 
over the operation of the tour and 
exhibits last year from the Cali- 
fornia Museum of the Sea Foun- 
dation, which was phased out. 


Figures released by the Queen 


Mary Department indicate that 
the first impressive gain was 
made in July, when tour revenues 
jumped 14 percent over the same 
month of 1976. 


August showed a :ii percent 


gain. September a 39 percent in- 
crease and October a 51 percent 
improvement. 


Once rated 14th among tourist 


attractions in Southern California, 
the Queen is now fifth on the list, 
according to the Stanford Re- 
search Institute. 


Wolff is so convinced of the 


Queen's potential that he sees the 
ship breaking even as early as 
1980. 


Last year the vessel cost the 


city $2 million — an indication of 
th« heavy drain it has been on the 
city's tidelands fund, which is 
separate from the general fund. 
Overall, the ship has cost the city 
in the vicinity of $65 million in 
tidelands money. 


City officials have estimated 


that the loss for 1977-78 will be 
around $1.8 million, and some say 
it's possible the figure will be 
even less if the current improve- 
ment continues. 


The ship's hotel and restau- 


rants appear to be benefiting 
from (he recent upsurge, as well. 


In October, the ship's hotel, 


run by PSA. is reported to have 
had its. best month since il 
opened. And food revenues also 
h a v e shown gains. (The restau- 
rants and other commercial areas 
of the ship are under lease to 
Specialty Restaurants.) 


Critics of the marketing con- 


solidation plan concede that the 
turnaround is far from complete. 
B u t . pointing to the 
gains 


recorded in the past five months, 
they question the wisdom of inter- 
fering with what appears to be a 


successful strategy for marketing 
the vessel. 


Proponents of the new plan, 


on the other hand, believe a sepa- 
rate marketing program for the 
Queen will result in unnecessary 
duplication and overlap of effort. 
It doesn't make sense, they say, 
to have different marketing teams 
going out to the same groups to 
sell different tourist attractions in 
the city. . 


"If you were a representative 


of some large company, and I 
sent a guy out to see you." says 
William Dawson, newly h i r e d - 
general manager of the Promo- 
tion and Service Corp., "he'd tell 
you what the city had to offer and 
give you rates for all — the Queen 
Mary, the theaters in the conveit 
tion center and the Grand Prix. 
But if three separate salespeople 
show up. how does that make 
sense? You've got to build a coor- 
dinated team." 


"We're of the opinion," adds 


Randall Vcrrue, the city's tide- 
lands chief, "that when we go out 
to make presentations, we can 
have a variety of activities to

pitch (under an integrated mar- 
keting program)." 


Verrue says he believes the 


Queen will get as much or more 
exposure through an integrated 
plan than a separate program. 
Moreover, he adds, the costs will 
be less, since they'll be spread 
over several attractions. 


Those opposed io the consoli- 


dation plan — most of them have 
declined to be quoted by name — 
believe Wolff's current efforts to 
market the Queen will be greatly 
diluted if his marketing staff of 
seven is transferred to the promo- 
tion corporation. 


Two of the plan's 
critics, 


moreover, are convinced that the 
promotion corporation staff will 
be so involved in promoting the 
Grand Prix in the next few 
months — assuming the auto race 
through the streets of downtown 
Long Beach goes off in March — 
that it won't have enough time to 
devote to the Queen Mary. The 
Queen can only suffer as a result, 
they contend. 


"Look," said 
one 
official, 


"when you put a guy in charge of 
turning the ship around and then 
take one of his tools away — his 
marketing arm — how can you 
hold him responsible for the ship's 
performance? It just 
doesn't 


make good management sense." 


The critics also see a contra- 


diction between the new market- 
ing plan and the city's current 
efforts to bring the ship's opera- 
tions — including its hotel and

restaurant operations — under a 
single management. 


"Splintered management," 


says one, "is precisely what the 
city is trying to cure, and yet the 
new marketing plan does just that 
— it splinters the ship's manage- 
ment." 


Since July of last year, when 


the council ordered the manager's 
office to try to consolidate the 
ship's activities under a single 
management, officials have been 
searching for ways to carry out 
the council's mandate. 


In recent months, their efforts 


have centered on a plan to get the 
Harbor Department to take over 
the vessel and buy out the com- 
mercial leaseholds with harbor 
funds, which fall under the head- 
ing of tideland trust funds. 


The understanding is that the 


harbor would find a single opera- 
tor to manage the ship as an 
integrated enterprise after pur- 
chasing the leases from Specialty 
and PSA. 


The harbor hasn't accepted 


the city's offer yet, although it 
appears to he amenable to it. The 
biggest stumbling block is the 
questionable legality of using 
trust funds for commercial pur- 
poses — that is, for purchasing 
the leaseholds. 


It's that aspect of the pro- 


posed takeover that has caused 
the state attorney general's office 
to cast a jaundiced eye at the 
proposal. 


The city is convinced, how- 


ever, that the lease purchases 
would be legal and has since hired 
an outside law firm — O'Melveny 
and Myers — to come up with an 
independent opinion. The opinion 
is expected to be delivered 
shortly, and unconfirmed reports 
indicate that the law firm may 
have found legal justification -for 
the move. 


What would happen to the 


. ship's marketing operation if the 


Queen were taken over by the 
harbor remains an open question 
at this point. But harbor officials 
are known to feel that if there is a 
transfer, it will have to be a full 
transfer or none at all. 


James McJunkin, general 


manager of the port, has ex- 
pressed admiration for 
Wolff's 


marketing results, but he con- 
cedes that the Harbor Depart- 
ment could, if it chose, turn the 
ship's marketing program over to 
the promotion corporation on a 
subcontracting basis. 


Right now, McJunkin seems 


to be leaning toward a separate 
m a r k e t i n g program for the 
Queen, but one that is closely lied 
to the city's promotional package 
-- an arrrangement not unlike one 
proposed by Wolff. 


Wolff has said he would like to 


see the Queen Mary staff run its 
own marketing operation but 
meet regularly with the promo- 
tion corporation people to coordi- 
nate their respective efforts.

River, and the Israeli and Egyptian 
representatives "will be enough of 
a plenum to open negotiations." 


SADAT declared in his speech 


that he decided to go to Israel after 
two months of efforts.by President 
Carter to get the Arabs and Israelis 
to agree on a joint working paper 
for Geneva proved fruitless. 
He 


said that, by going he had breached 
"psychological barriers" to a peace 
conference. 


He told NBC that the United 


States still could play an important 
peacemaking role because "it is 
the only party that enjoys the confi- 
dence of both sides." If the Israelis 
have the same confidence in Presi- 
dent Carter that the Egyptians do, 
he said, "we will reach an agree- 
ment hi no time." 


Sadat told his parliament he 


was summoning the participants to 
Cairo now "so that we do not go to 
the Geneva conference and discuss 
matters for years, but , , . settle 
their, within months." 


Acting Foreign Minister Burros 


B. Ghali said he would send invita- 
tions today to Waldheim, the two 
superpowers and "all the confron- 
tation states including Israel." 
Egyptian officials did not name 
these states, which usually 
are 


taken to be Egypt, Syria, Jordan 
and Lebanon on the Arab side. 


SADAT did not mention in his 


speech the 
Palestine Liberation 


Organization (PLO), which 
has 


called him a traitor for making the 
journey to Jerusalem, but Ghali 
said the PLO would be invited to 
Cairo. 


In the 
interview, however, 


Sadat said, "I shall leave it to the 
Palestinians to choose" their repre- 
sentative: "I 
cannot choose for 


them." 


Israel has said previously it 


would not sit at a negotiating table 
with the PLO, and the issue has 
been a major obstacle to convening 
a Mideast peace conference. 


It was not clear if Israeli offi- 


cials were aware of Ghali's inten- 
tion to invite the PLO. An Egyptian 
Foreign Ministry source said it

said two carloads of girls were 
speeding southbound on Lake Ave- 
nue north of Concha Street when 
one car hit a tree and the other car 
swerved and rolled over. 


The six injured girls were taken 


to local hospitals, two with critical 
injuries. 


In another accident, Wayne A. 


Holifield, 19, of 15325 S. Lime Ave., 
Compton, was fatally injured when 
he lost control of hU. vehicle at 4:10 
a.m. and crashed into a lamp post 
at Aviation and Century boulevards 
at Los Angeles International Air- 
port, police said.

table with the Israelis, and Syria's • 
immediate rejection, have brought 
Cairo a step closer to a separate 
peace with Israel, in the view of 
qualified observers here. 


Sadat's invitation to all parties 


involved in the Middle East to 
come to Cairo next Saturday to 
prepare for a Geneva peace confer- 
ence, without first settling the issue 
of Palestinian representation was 
viewed by analysts here as a power 
play to force the Syrians and other 
Arab leaders to start negotiations. • 


But Syria's immediate

1 killed as man opens fire in nightclub 


OMAHA. Neb. (AP) - An off- 


duty Douglas County Deputy sheriff 
was killed and 26 other persons 
were injured when a man fired six 
rounds .from a shotgun into the 
crowded dining room of an Omaha 
nightclub Saturday evening. 


The gunman fled in a car. 
About 200 persons, many of 


them children, were in the club 
when the shooting began just be- 
fore the evening's family-oriented 
puppet show was to begin. 


No one saw the shotgun until 


the man opened fire, police said. 
Many of the patrons believed 


momentarily that the shooting was 
part of the act, but a club employee 
quickly called over the loudspeaker 
for patrons to take cover beneath 
their tables. Most did. 


Two other off-duty deputy sher- 


iffs who also were at the club for 
dinner with their families were in- 
jured. 


Swanson said the gunman, a 6- 


foot tall black man, about 30 years 
old and dressed in a brown or gold 
suit, entered the Club 89 about 7:35 
p.m., walked past the cashier and 
stood at the top of three steps lead- 
ing down to the dining room. From 
there, he opened fire.

Siege defeats 
IRA gunmen 
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INDEPENDENT, PRESS-TELEGRAM-A-11 


DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) 


— Eight masked raiders 
who seized a grocery store 
during a robbery attempt 
and took nine persons'hos- 
ta'ge surrendered early 
today after a 12-hour siege 
by police and soldiers, au- 
thorities reported. 


-The robbers, who identi- 


fied themselves as mem- 
bers of the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army, had 
freed three of their cap- 
tives earlier. Police said 
the'-remaining hostages — 
five men and a woman — 
were released unharmed 
when the gunmen gave up. 


During the siege that 


began shortly after noon 
Saturday, the 
bandits 


agreed to consider a 
Roman Catholic bishop's 
pjea to surrender and 
asked that food be deliv- 
ered to the building. 


;Police had been alerted 


by a store employee who 


escaped as the robbers 
barged into the store. One 
member of the gang was 
tackled by police and 
caught as he tried to flee. 
Officers said his pockets 
were stuffed with cash and 
he was carrying two guns. 


As scores of customers 


fled, the robbers forced 
their captives upstairs to' a 
second-floor office, using 
the screaming hostages as 
shields and firing at the 
police. Officials said no 
one was hit in the shoot- 
ing. 


In a telephone call to a 


Dublin newspaper, one of 
the robbers identified the 
band as members of the 
extremist Provisional 
Wing of the IRA. The IRA 
is a predominantly Cath- 
olic group seeking to end 
British rule in Northern 
Ireland and unite the prov- 
ince and its Protestant 
majority with the Repub- 
lic of Ireland. 


Moderate blacks 
back Smith plan 


SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP) — Black nationalist 


leader Bishop Abel Muzorewa announced qualified 
acceptance Saturday of Prime Minister Ian Smith's 
plan to negotiate a peace settlement with moderate 
black leaders. 


Muzorewa, president of the African National 


Council, said he would hold preliminary talks with 
Smith next week to determine whether the prime 
minister "is genuine in his offer" to negotiate a 
settlement based on universal suffrage. 


The leaders of Rhodesia's two other moderate 


black nationalist movements also gave qualified sup- 
port to Smith's proposal — The Rev. Ndabaningi 
Sithole's breakaway faction of Muzorewa's council 
and Jeremiah Chirau's Zimbabwe United People's 
Organization. 


Impartial observers believe the three move- 


ments together have the support of more than four- 
fifths of Rhodesia's 6.4 million blacks. 


Smith's proposal, announced Thursday, has been 


rejected by the most militarily powerful guerrilla 
group, the Patriotic Front, which has said it will 
continue fighting to topple Smith's white minority 
government. 


Smith is seeking to engineer his own settlement 


as an" alternative to the British-American peace 
proposal, which calls for the guerrilla group's partici- 
pation. 


Somalis batter Ethiopia citadel's defenders 


MOGADISHU, Somalia 


(AP) — Heavy street fight- 
ing was reported in the 
Ethiopian city of Harar 
Saturday as Somali- 
backed rebels battled to 
capture the strategic 
mountain fortress in the 
Ogaden region, diplomatic 
sources said here. 


The sources said earlier 


speculation that guerrillas 
of the Western Somali 
Liberation Front (WSLF) 
captured Harar on Tues- 
day or Wednesday were 
unfounded. But they pre- 
dicted the imminent col- 
lapse of Ethiopian resist- 
ance there. 


A WSLF advance unit of 


800 to 1,000 men breached 
Harar's ancient walls 
earlier this week and se- 
cured footholds amid the 
city's .crumbling stone 
houses, they said.

WSLF strike forces report- 
edly consolidated positions 


on three hills forming aj 
triangle around the city.

Tough seems 
(o mean that he's initiated 
into the sinfulness of his 
society, into the falseness 
and deception in it. And 
the wisecrack indicates a 
lot of things, the quick wit 
of the detective, his intelli- 
gence, his imperyiousness 
to the kinds Of things that 
the phony society shows 
him.

academic drivel than the

One yachtsman, George Jackson recalled.with some'v 


bewilderment, took the'trouble-'to'dock his boat; come- 
ashore and walk halfway across the bridge to demand to 
know why he had been made to wait unduly long'for the 
bridge to open, time he might have-spent getting to 
wherever he was in such a hurry to get to.

bridge aren't really in a hurry to get anywhere except 
down the Severn River and into Chesapeake Bay for a

Spa Creek is an inviting harbor. From the block- 


house where George Jackson sits at his controls, .listen- 
ing to people swear blood oaths against him, he looks 
down upon a forest of masts. Boatyards and marinas 
abound. 


Further, the dockside restaurants and antique 


charm of Annapolis lure motorists as well as sailors, so 
the traffic on both water and land is always heavy. 


In the fall and early winter the waters of the 


Chesapeake turn gin clear, tempting dedicated yachts- 
men long after the peak summer sailing season. Even at 
this time of year the bridge operator is kept busy. 


"Nothing like in the summertime, though,"' George 


Jackson said. 


"In the summer we sometimes have to post a 


schedule, open the bridge for a half hour, at a time and 
close it for a half hour. Otherwise I wait until 15 or 20 
boats gather and let them all go through at once. I never 
have to wait long for 15 or 20 boats." 


According to the operator's log, the bridge averages 


about 1,300 openings during July. That figures out to 
once every 34 minutes, but George Jackson said it's 
more like every 10 or 15 minutes during the daylight 
hours and on busy weekends. 


"It's often enough that nobody is happy. I can't 


open it fast enough to suit the.boats or close it fast 
enough to suit the cars." 


George -Jackson said one impatient skipper knocked 


the mast off his boat trying to get through before the 
bridge was fully open. As for motorists, they have 
broken through the wooden barriers dozens of times. 
One motorcyclist leapt'the-chasm of the slowly rising 
bridge.

THE LAST 10 years of 


' 
disquiet and racial hatred 
have made Boston a sym- 
bol of Northern fears 
about integration and the 
backlash among white eth- 
nics against desegregation 
efforts. 


South Boston, a neigh- 


borhood of lower-middle- 
class Irish Catholics, prob- 
ably will be known for 
decades as the place 
where school buses were 
stoned and the authority of 
the federal courts flouted. 


In recent elections, race 


and the antipathy toward 
school busing among a 
majority of this city's 
whites dominated every 
campaign. 


In 1973 a n d d 1975, 


Louise Day Hicks, a South 
Boston housewife who both 
led and symbolized the 
anti-busing 
movement 


here, led the ticket for 
City Council. Her slogan: 
"You 
K n o w Where 1 


Stand." 


In 1977. however, some- 


thing changed. Some shift, 
still not quite understood, 
deflected the anti-busing 
juggernaut, and Boston's 
Voters defeated every 
candidate who ran a 
single-issue racial cam- 
paign. 


NOBODY here is main- 


taining that the city has 
entered an era of racial 
u n d e r s t a n d i n g or toler- 
ance. The beating of a 
dozen black 
Philadelphia- 


area students near the 
Bunker Hill monument 
last week provided a 
dramatic reminder that 
bigotry is not dead. 


It is apparent, however, 


that race no longer domi- 
nates the public conscious- 
ness as it once did. A sur- 
vey by P e t e r H a r t 
Associates 
conducted in 


Boston earlier this year 
concluded: 


"While the racial and 


busing situation d o m i - 
nated the headlines and 
t h e concerns of most 
Bostonians just two years 
ago. today it is of second- 
ary importance. Overall. 
13 percent mention busing 
and 7 percent mention ra- 
cial problems as a draw- 
back to living in Boston. 


The political result is 


encouraging to liberals 
and issue-oriented moder- 
ates. "It is less likely now 
that blatant fools and eom- 
p l e t e thieves can be 
elected to office simply on 
the basis of how hard they 
demagogue t h e r a c e 
issue." said State Rep. 
Barney Frank, of Boston's 
wealthy Beacon Hilland 
Back Bay sections. 


BUT HE warned that 


the change did not neces- 
sarily mean a new deal tor 
Boston politics. "It's 
raised the minimum." he

said. "But I don't think 
it's raised the median." 


First among the casual- 


tics this year was Hicks, 
53, who ran 10th in the 
race for nine City Council 
seats.

largest anti-busing group. 
Palladino ran sixth in the 
race for five school com- 
mittee seats. 


Both Hicks and Pal- 


ladino asked for recounts;

The other factor that 


appeared ts injure the 
candidacies of the anti- 
busing leaders was the 
rivalry between Hicks and 
Palladino. 


IN 1975 the voters of 


South Boston — Hicks 
county — supported Pal- 
ladino despite the rivalry. 
That same year, in East 
Boston, Palladino's home 
turf, Hicks pulled a major- 
ity vote. This year, their 
common attitudes on ra- 
c i a l 
questions 
w e r e 


insufficient to override 
their poilitical differences. 
Southies cut Palladino and 
Hicks got only 38 percent 
of the vote in East Boston. 


James Kelly, director of 


the South Boston Informa- 
tion Center, a leading anti-

among those who attribute 
the campaign defeats to 
personal problems rather 
than to a change in voters' 
attitudes. 


Kelly said the anti-bus- 


ing movement was just as 
strong as ever, despite the 
calm opening of schools 
this year and the debacle 
at the polls. He said this 
year's election would pro- 
mote a new unity within 
the movement and bring 
success in future years. 


ACROSS the city, John 


O'Bryant, 46, was cele- 
brating his election to the 
school committee with a 
round of calls to Boston's 
black politicians. 


O'Bryant's victory had 


demonstrated for the first 
time a strong measure of 
political unity in Boston's 
black wards.

rain began to fall. But 
some farmers still went 
out to their paddies with 
crude wood-handled sick- 
les to bring in what this 
year was a particularly 
plentiful crop.

Middle class dilemma: $20,000 a year and broke

The way Jean DeFord used to figure it, she should 


have it made by now. 


After all, her. husband earns close to $20,000 a year, 


at a nice, respectable white collar job. Even with 
inflation, that kind of money sounds pretty good. 


But Mrs. DeFord, a 31-year-old mother of two, does 


not feel she has it made at all. 


"It's getting more difficult every month," she sa^d. 


"Today we are starting to go into the hole. The utilities, 
the gas for the cars, the electricity and the gas for the 
louse are eating up the paycheck." 


The DeFords, who live near Peoria, 111., are not 


alone. All over the country millions of people who 
hought they had "made it" to that great American goal 
of being middle class are finding out that it is not what 
t was cracked up to be. 


"I|igure my husband will earn about $14,000 this 


year," laid Mrs. Mary Knopp of Chicago's Mt. Green- 
wood section, "and I made about $2,000. It's just not 
enoughs"' 


i 


NOBODY EVER SAID $16,000 a year was'rich, of 


course.fbut it used to be considered nice and comfort- 
able. Yet-the Knopps were so strapped last winter by the 
high coJ5t of heating oil that they actually ran out a few 
times, i '. 


"They won't deliver a new tank until you pay for 


the lasj[ one," Mrs. Knopp said. "A couple times last 
year my husband had to run out to the gas. station and 
buy five Gallons to tide us over." 


" Thfefe is no mystery about what is going on. For the 


last few years, prices and taxes have been going up 
faster than wages and salaries. So the annual income 
which 'once provided for all comforts, plus a little 
breathing space, now barely provides ths comforts. 


Middle class people are not the only ones affected 


by thiSr'of course. Everyone is, and some far worse than 
the DeFords, the Knopps, and others in the middle 
income bracket. 


There are still some 25 million poor people in this 


country, and twice that many who might be called 
lower:middle-class, with incomes between $5,000 and 
$13,000 a year. 


They have to pay-the higher food and oil prices, too, 


and sometimes they can't even afford the extra five 
gallons to tide them over. Their problem is not how to 
pay for a. second car and send their children to college, 
but keeping one car and hoping their children finish high 
school. ;> 


STfliL, IN SOME WAYS the hardship is tougher on 


the middle class families because they thought they had 
escapet'iill that 


"I»'thought we were doing pretty well," Mrs. De- 


Ford said. "You tell someone you're making that much, 
and it sounds ridiculous that you're not making it. But 
you are only paving the bills." 


What is going on is an interruption — if not the end 


- to:a keystone of the American dream. The dream 
held that an ever-growing national economy would allow 
all hard-working people to continue to better their lot. 


For a few, that included the big dream of big 


money, fame and glory. But for most it just rneant a 
secure spot in the middle class, a realm identified by 
social critic Ben Wattcnberg as meaning, "owning a 
house in the suburbs, two cars, a vacation every year 
and sending the kids to college." 


By any objective standard, the massive drive to- 


I ward! middle classdom has been an overwhelming suc- 
I cess. "No matter where you'draw the line," Wallenberg 


said, "the middle class is expanding rapidly." 


I 
But it is not expanding as quickly asyit was in the 


1960si and even the optimistic Wattenberg agrees that 
"people are pressed these days." Many are pressed to 
the point where they are giving up on annual vacations 
and wondering whether they can afford college tuition 
aiter'ail. 


they hardly even go to the movies, much less on 
vacation. 


Furthermore, Alperovitz noted: "Housing is key. It 


determines the neighborhood you live in, the schools 
your.kids go to, and your social status." 


Because she is not satisfied with the schools in 


southwest Chicago, for instance, Mary Knopp would like 
to move to the suburbs. "We have found out that we 
couldn't even get a comparable home for $44,000," she 
said, "but that's the range we're looking in. I'm not sure 
we can afford it." 


Mrs. Knopp's alternative is to send her children to 


Catholic parochial schools, but that isn't cheap, either. 


All that is the good news. The bad news is that by 


most accounts it will all get worse before it gets better. 


Over the last few years, the real income (earnings 


minus allowances for inflation and tax increases) of 
most American families has been going down. Last 
year's 3 percent, increase in the real median family 
income reversed a downward trend that began in 1973, 
but it did not bring the median back to the 1973 level. 


"The 1976 median family income ... is still lower, 


in terms of 1976 constant dollars, than the peak of 
$15,440 realized in 1973," according to the latest Census 
Bureau report. 


In the view of both liberal and conservative econo- 


mists, real income is not likely to rise significantly soon. 
The liberals say the cause is the scarcity of resources 
and that the answer is to acknowledge that the era of 
fast growth is over and to institute major structural 


changes in the economy. 


The conservatives say the only way to bring back 


real economic growth is to raise business profits and 
lower business taxes. This means, at least in the short 
run, higher prices and higher taxes for most people. 


What remains an open question is which course . 


most middle class Americans will adopt. So far, there is 
just a general, understated mood of distrust which goes 
both ways — against the oil and utility companies with 
their rising prices, and against governments at all levels 
for taxes and the sluggish economy. 


If the mood of the middle class breaks either way, 


though, the impact on American politics would be phe- 
nomenal. The middle class, after all, is most of the 
country.

SOME WAYS, THEN, the problem .facing 


odaji's middle class is psychological. It is not that they 
are not living well, but that they are not living as well as 
hey thought they would be. 


.When we were first married we were both school- 


teachers," said Mrs. DeFord's husband, Thomas, a loan 
officer?- at a Peoria savings and loan company. "I 
thought if I would make what we were both making 
jointly 4t would be wonderful. But I have far exceeded 
that.'and it isn't enough." 


It may be the squeeze on the middle class, as much 


as women's liberation, which has caused the large 
increase in the number of married working women. For 
millions of families, a second income is an absolute 
necessity if they want to retain their middle class style 
of living. 


"It's reached the point," DeFord said, "where we 11 


both have to work, and I don't like that." 


The statistics show clearly what ails the middle 


class. According to the government's latest study of how 
much a typical family needs to live at an "intermediate 
level" in metropolitan areas, precious little is left over 
after the necessary bills have been paid. 


The total required was $16.236. and, according to 


the Labor Department's model budget, all but $1,600 of 
this would be taken by necessities such as food, clothing, 
transportation, housing and medical care. 


Unfortunately for middle class families, these are 


precisely the costs tha.t have gone up fastest. 


A STUDY BASED ON federal statistics shows that 


the cost of the four "basic necessities" — food, shelter, 
energy and health care - rose by 7.5 percent a year 
between 1970 and 1976, against an overall inflation rate 
of 5.2 percent a year. 
.

annual rate of inflation of the four basic 


necessities," according to the report, "was 44 percent 
greater than the annual inflation rate of the non-necessi- 


In addition to those "basic necessities," the infla- 


tion in the cost of higher education, a near necessity in 
the minds of middle class parents, has risen astronomi- 
cally 'According to the College Entrance Examination 
Board total costs for a year at a public college now run 
about $2,906, while private colleges cost $4,811, both of 
them up more than a third in five years. 


This affects not just the young but adult middle 


I class people, too. For instance, Mrs. Duffield J. Syeller 
of Pedria, who just quit her teaching job to have a baby, 
wouldSUke to get her master's degree one day, which 
iwouldjmean a higher salary if she goes back to teach-

isive."s'she said. "It's out of the question."

The most damaging increases, though, have been in 


gasoline utilities and housing. Gar Alperovitz, econo- 
'mist. who directed the report on the selectivity of infla- 
ition.isummed up the plight of middle class families this 
way VThey can't buy a house, and their parents could. 


That's a bit of an exaggeration, of course, because 


in fact most middle class families do own their own 
houses, But it certainly isn't easy. 


ACCORDING TO THE old rule of thumb that a 


inouse should cost no more than twice a family's income, 
middle-class families shouldn't spend much more than 


fl.OOO for a house, and in many areas $40,000 houses 
re hard to find these days. 
As a result, an increasing number of middle class 


imilies are "bouse poor," with so much of their 
lonthly income committed to paying the mortgage that

and her husband, George, co-authored a bestseller 
entitled "Open Marriage," in which they contended 
sexual relationships outside marriage could help 
some couples. 


In "The Marriage Premise," Mrs. O'Neill re- 


vises her view and beats the drum for fidelity. It is a 
very personal book, frequently looking at her own 33- 
year marriage, and at her findings ol recent years as 
an anthropologist specializing in the study of modern 
marriage.

I remember my wedding day vividly. It was 


during wartime, George was in the service, and we 
were married over a weekend in a small church in a 
strange city, our parents- traveling to be with us, 
arriving tired but elated, and there was all the 
excitement of taking this step, being very much in 
love — everything intensified by the immediacy of 


We had met and fallen in love as students at 


Columbia University. Then our courtship became a 
hectic mix of long phone calls between classes and 


long trips on sooty, crowded trains to spend a tew 
hours together. 


The war, with its separations and risks, was a 


fact of life to be dealt with, but beyond were the 
dreams and ideals and adventures we wanted to live 
together. We have lived them, for 33 years. We have 
changed them; they have changed us. 


When we married we had no doubt we would 


have children and become a family. We accepted, out 
of faith and tradition, certain premises about mar- 
riage and family. We would become three or more, 
four as it turned out. I would be nurturer, healer, 
comforter, hearth keeper, the shelter in the storm for 
my husband and children. George would be provider, 
protector, the head of the family. Though we had 
some ideals that were different from those of most 
young m'arrieds, we didn't question the principal 
roles of husband and wife, mother and father. 


We also had the images of love and high ro- 


mance that came to everyone through 
the 


orchestrated bliss of 30s and 40s movies — Ginger 
Rogers and Fred Astaire dancing around the world, 
Dorothy McGuire and Robert Young in "The En- 
chanted Cottage," Marie and Pierre Curie making 
history in their lab, and especially Myrna Loy and 
William Powell as Nick and Nora in "The Thin 
Man," who were, to the girl from the Midwest I was 


•then, the utmost in married sophistication. No grand 
passion, but they were witty, smooth, and having a 
lot of fun. 


THOSE IMAGES were important to me, and so, 


too, was the togetherness theme of the 50s as we 
shifted into second gear in our marriage. We did 
realize some of our dreams, we did find the adven- 
tures we sought, we did go to exotic places, and 
through it all we had our children with us. It was a 
lot of fun. and there was also a lot of rough going. 


All the dreams had to be reconciled with (he 


reality of making ends meet, a baby slung over my 
hip as I climbed through Mexican ruins and sorted 
potsherds while trying to stop our 4-year-old from 
wandering into the jungle; the moments of discour- 
agement had to be accepted along with the magic 
and the thrills. 


For all our tough times and limitations, we of the

It comments on newly released films 


and revivals with G, PG and R ratings. 
Comments are purposely limited to those 
scenes that may affect a parent's deci- 
sion to allow a child to attend the film. 
No attempt is made to comment on artis- 
tic merit since that information is readily 
available elsewhere. A brief outline of the 
'plot is described so that some under- 
standing of what the film is about and 
how questionable scenes fit into the con- 
text of the story may be determined. 


The listing does not rate the films but 


merely suppies critical facts to parents.

Groshongs revisit Russia, find many changes!

Today's lesson deals with 


history, geography and 
current 


events. It was prepared by Marion 
Groshong after a recent visit to 
Russia with her husband, Walter. 


The Groshongs made a previ- 


ous visit to the USSR in 1960. Mar- 
ion says it much better than 1 
could. 


Here are some of her compari- 


sons between then and now. 


"... Today (we) found it up-beat, 


confident, self assured, even a little 
cocky, whereas in 1960 the people 
generally exuded a somber spirit 
and an attitude of enduring, and 
trying to cope with, the many prob- 
lems still hanging over them from 
the second World War. 


"This vast change is more 


, easily understood when viewed 
• against the background of events 


which have transpired during those 
17 years. In I960 they had just 
accomplished what to them was a 


'I great scientific feat. They had shot 
• our U-2 spy plane from the sky. 
.* Gary Powers was in jail and the 


spy plane was on display in the 
Exhibition Hall in the Park of 
Peace and Rest. (We) visited the 
exhibition where the Russian peo- 
ple waited in mile-long queues to 
see it. Before that, in 1957, the 
Russians had already launched the 
world's first artificial satellite, 
Sputnik-1. And had sent their Luna- 
3 to photograph the far side of the

moon, But it was not until 1961 that. 
...the Russians were first to put a 
man in space. ...That was what 
mattered. They were first. ...One ot 
their Cosmonauts was the first man 
to walk in space. They have had 
other firsts in space as they have 
had in the horrendous arms race. It 
is this whole scientific achievement 
which has given them a self-confi- 
dence which they lacked in 1960. 


"One of the greatest changes 


noticed was in the number of peo- 


ple in both Moscow and Leningrad. 
In 1960. Moscow was a city of- be- 
tween four and five million people. 
Today it is a city of over seven 
million. And all of them seem to be 
on the sidewalks or in the stores. 
All tourists go to the big GUM 
Department Store which faces Red 
Square." 


(In 1960 the Groshongs were 


among the relatively few tourists to 
Russia.) 


"Today both Moscow and 


Leningrad are deluged with tourists 
who come in groups for the most 
part from the Western European 
countries and the United States. 


"In downtown Moscow as in 


Leningrad, one is surprised to see 
huge ultra-modern hotels and other 
buildings of recent years, such as 
the Rossia, claimed to be the big- 
gest hotel in the world with its 3,000 
rooms. It is but a few steps from 
Red Square and is in stark contrast 
to the old architecture of that city. 
The same is true of the big Intour- 
ist Hotel, a tall glass and steel 
structure and, of course, the new 
Kremlin Palace Theater built 


smack among the old landmarks." 


Marion goes on to say 
that 


there are more consumer goods to 
buy now and housing conditions 
have improved immensely although 
there is still a shortage. They took 
in all of the theaters for performing 
arts both old ones that have stood 
for years and brand new modern 
ones.

Concern over smoking hazards is on increase 


"H's beer, two years, two months and five days 


since I kicked the h'abit — the smoking habit. And I 
(eel so much better now! I enjoy my food; I don't 
htfve that hacking cough. 


• ."But I can't stand to be around smokers. Now 


dr. wait 
menninger 


I'm terribly intolerant of people who smoke." 
; "I stopped six months ago — I can tell you the 


exact day. I tried several times,before without suc- 
cess. Then I had a physical exam, and my pulse rate 
wrls way up. 


• "So I told all my friends that 1 was going to stop 


on:a given date; and if they saw me smoking after 
than, they were to sock it to me. I had to quit; 
otherwise I couldn't face my friends!" 


These stories were told to me by two gentlemen 


with whom I had not visited previously. 


Their stories brought home to me the fact that 


more and more people are deeply concerned about 
the hazards of smoking and are doing something 
about it. This is despite the increased sales of ciga- 
rettes. 
' 


THE NATIONAL Cancer Institute has been 


worried that people might think efforts at education 
about smoking have been failing. Yet there is a lot of 
evidence which suggests that the public really has 
gotten the message. 


"The Smoking Digest — Progress Report on a 


Nation Kicking the Habit" is a recent report from the 
Office of Cancer Communications of the National 
Cancer Institute. It's full of interesting facts on how 
many people are doing something about smoking. 


There are still a lot of smokers — no doubt about 


that. It's estimated more than 50 million Americans 
smoke; 39 percent of the.men in this country'and 29 
percent of the women. Yet .most of these people do 
know that this habit causes' disease and death and 
are worried about it. 


Why then do people continue to smoke? Reasons 


given in one survey were: It gives a sense of in- 
creased energy or stimulation; the satisfaction of 
handling or manipulating things; the accentuation of 
pleasure and relaxation; the reduction of negative 
feelings like anxiety or anger; "craving" or psycho- 
logical addiction; it's a habit. 


While many people do still smoke, there's been a 


drop since the first Surgeon General's Report on 
Smoking and Health in 1964. Then, more than 52 
percent of the men and 32 percent of the women in 
this country were smokers. The last 13 years have 
thus seen a substantial drop in the percentage of men 
smokers and just a slight drop in women. 


Most dramatic have been the reductions ot 


smoking in young men ages 21 to 24, and in health 
professionals - 
only one in five physicians now 


smokes. Those doctors who do smoke 'are smoking 
fewer cigarettes and are more likely to smoke low- 
tar cigarettes than smokers in the general popula- 
tion. 


THE INCREASES in smoking have occurred 


particularly in teen-agers, especially in teen-age 
girls. Now the percentages of boys and girls smoking 
arc equal — about one in six between the ages of 12 
and 18. 


Parents who smoke are likely to have children 


who smoke, and teen-agers with two smoking parents 
are more than twice as likely to smoke as those with 
non-smoking parents. 


The Smoking Digest finds it encouraging that the 


vast majorily of teen-agers (92 percent) do believe 
that smoking is harmful to their health, and 85 
percent say that they do not plan to be smokers five 
years from now. 


It's estimated that 29 million Americans have 


stopped smoking since 19G4. Some have done so by 
attending programs to help kick the habit, but far 
and away the great majority quit like my two friends 
at the dinner, on their own. 


Nine out of 10 smokers interviewed in 1975 stated 


that they had either tried to stop smoking or would do 
so if there were an easy method they could use. 
Successful ex-smokers have usually tried to stop 
smoking several times before succeeding, and they 
are more apt to stop for health than other reasons. 


Medicine and You 
Find no link to cancer 


A new study fails to link residence near 


a smelter to lung cancer. 


Earlier, medical observers reported an 


increased risk of lung cancer among resi- 
dents of counties containing smelters. 
Arsenic in smelter smoke has been sug- 
gested as the possible causative agent. 


Researchers at the University of Utah 


in Salt Lake City investigated an area 
surrounding a smelter. The smelter em- 
ploys more than 1,000 workers and releases 
about 214,000 tons of sulfur dioxide and an 
unknown amount of arsenic annually into 
the Salt Lake Valley atmosphere. 


Finding: There was no significant dif- 


ference, in lung cancer cases at any 
specific distance from the smelter. And the 
number of cases within the four distances 
Icsted were all close to expectation. 


Conclusion: "We cannot support the 


previous conclusion that closeness to ^a 
smelter increases the risk of lung cancer." 


The report is in the journal Lancet. 


Nicotine dependence 


What makes people smoke tobacco is 


still largely a mystery, according to an 
editorial in the British Medical Journal. 


It had been thought by many persons 


that, people smoke for Ihe nicotine, an 
ingredient in cigarettes. 


One piece of evidence that weighs 


against the nicotine-dependence concept is 
ihat in America and Britain the nicotine 


yields have declined by about half over the 
past 15-20 years. But cigarette consump- 
tion has not doubled. 


In fact, in the United States cigarette 


consumption in men appears to have de- 
clined. In Britain it has remained fairly 
steady. 
^ 


Anyway, tobacco dependence seems to 


be a complex phenomenon. Nicotine is 
probably only a partial explanation.. 


Anticonvulsants 


The need to prescribe anticonvulsants 


for epileptic females during or prior to 
pregnancy should be re-evaluated by 
physicians. 


The recommendation comes from Dr. 


Leonard T. Kurland of the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minn. 


He makes the suggestion in the wake of 


this finding: There is a high incidence of 
birth malformations and mental retarda- 
tion among offspring of epileptic women 
who took anticonvulsants during the first 
three months of pregnancy. 


Dr. Kurland says: 
"Although this and other studies show 


an association between epilepsy and mal- 
formation, it is not possible, at this point, 
to separate the effect of the epilepsy and 
the anticonvulsant. We still have too little

data. 


"But we tend to believe.. .that it is the

Arthritis ageless 


A close examination of the hands of 


persons depicted in paintings of the Flem- 
ish school shows that in five paintings 
there are figures with hand involvement 
resembling signs of rheumatoid arthritis. 


Dr. J. Dequeker of Belgium says the 


finding of rheumatoid deformities in Flem- 
ish paintings questions the general ..belief 
that rheumatoid arthritis is a relatively 
recent condition. 


He notes that no arthritic signs were 


found in the works of painters of the Ital- 
ian Renaissance, probably because they 
are less detailed. 


Although none of the deformities or 


swellings in the Flemish paintings are 
indisputable examples of rheumatoid ar- 
thritis, they do suggest that the painters 
m u s t h a v e been confronted w i t h 
rheumatoid-like deformities in their 
models. 


The paintings in the study date from 


1400tol700. 


A report on the topic appears in a

boys and girls until I was 12 years old. All I knew 
was the anatomical difference. That had been deo- 
monstrated years earlier to half a shocked kindergar- 
ten class by an obnoxious little boy who became 
notorious for dropping his drawers along with his 
galoshes in the cloak room.

Every day after school or on vacation days and 


weekends", this gang of ragtags gathered in the empty 


• lot about six houses away from where I lived. The lot 
; was our Olympic Stadium. 


In winter we split into teams, made snow forts 


and had monster showball fights. We outlawed rocks 
and ice balls, but face-washing was favored. In 
spring we made and (lew kites, wrestled, dug holes, 
climbed the oak tree that was the only major vegeta- 
tion surviving and generally made a lot of noise. In 
summer there were games of kick-the-can, statue, 


tag, red rover and anything else we could invent that 
required little equipment and great amounts of 
energy. Our games were rough, unending and highly 
verbal. You're out! Safe! No fair tackling around the 
neck! Indian grip. Indian grip, here comes Hippo! 
Ollie, ollie oxen free! We all had to go home when the 
streetlights went on., 


Now, I am not one to brag. Anybody who grew 


up in that gang, however, should you find one today, 
would tell you that I more than held my own. I 
ALWAYS got to play catcher or first base in the ball 
games, and when it came to picking teams of any 
kind I got chosen near the start of the pick. That tells 
you something. No brag; truth.

BALL. It was unthinkable. I broke up the game. 


"How come nobody yelled for me?" I shouted., 


"How come you guys started without me? Who's

I 
knew it instantly. 


The cat calls began. Girls swing like rusty gates. 


Go home and play with your dolls. I turned around 
and left the lot.- I noticed that neither Shirley nor 
Beverly was around. I figured they had gotten the 
same treatment and they had. There was no appeal. 


I REMEMBER all of this now and can play it 


back in my mind as vividly as if it were some 
cinemascope, technicolor movie. ! can taste the dust 
in my mouth and feel the sun on the back of my neck. 
1 can feel the cheat in my belly. I was good, but I was 
a girl. No appeal. 


It's the same cheat I felt in high school when the 


boys got the pool and the gym and the coaches who

knew something. It's the cheat I felt seeing the boys 
hi their letter sweaters, and the girls in their baggy 
bloomer gym suits. Or, when I went to college and 
learned there was no such thing as a woman's tennis 
team', although there was a men's team.

think we should all make sure it doesn't happen to 
our girl children.

Last week, when I discovered the University of 


Detroit is adding women's basketball and Softball as 
varsity sports — complete with scholarships, tourna- 
ments and the whole bag — I stood up and cheered a 
little.

I did it in front of a fund-raising luncheon, and 


I'm doing it here now. I have no children in that 
school and no interest in Catholic education. But I 
have a burning, fighting-mad interest in giving girls, 
females, women every opportunity to be varsity 
athletes just like their brothers, fathers and hus- 
bands. Girls do not swing like rusty gates. And you 
can tell that to Wilmer Davidson the next time you 
see 'mm.

The revolutions of th last few decades have 


brought change and questioning in all areas. 


IF MY MARRIAGE had not had a solid base, a 


long history of shared experiences and responsibil- 
ities along with the joys and adventures, if we had 
not known each other down to the roots of our beings, 
the changes in concepts and ideals over the last 
decades might have rocked our marriage more than 
they did. 


I know these times of change have been confus- 


ing. But among all the changes and paradoxes and 
confusions, marriage continues to bring me satisfac- 
tion and rewards well worth the compromise and 
struggle. 


Marriage is a crucible — whether it ends after 


six years like my son's, is still alive after 33 like 
mine, or lasts a lifetime like my parents' — and in it 
we are constantly distilling ourselves and our experi- 
ences in life. Our deepest emotions, our most primi- 
tive needs, our deficiencies and our strengths all are 
subjected to the heat of that crucible. We are 
changed by it — for better or worse. 


The fictions we have created, the preconceptions 


we started with, the images, are ever-present and 
interwoven with the realities we live, in our personal- 
ities, our past and present and perceived future. 


For all the books and preaching and counseling • 


and psychological knowledge we have today, for all 
our new ideals of freedom and our emphasis on 
personal growth and fulfillment, marriage is still 
basically two people trying to love each other and 
answer each other's needs. It may not be forever, it 


may have changed, but it still gives us opportunities 
no other relationship can give us. 


AND WHETHER or not any specific marriage 


lasts forever is really irrelevant to the value of 
marriage itself. It has its own special character and 
value and offers its own special opportunities, which 
I have tried to examine here in a new perspective. 


Marriage may not be the answer for everyone, 


or for a whole lifetime — that is our option today. But 
if we do choose marriage, let us know what we 
choose it for, why it is valuable, and how precious 
even in its imperfections it can become in every 
present moment. 
It seems to me marriages today are turning 


back, not to the old closed coercions and. external 
pressures, but to new combinations and a reappraisal 
of what marriage can still offer. Freedom, the catch- 
word of the 60s, has a new meaning in our lives 
today. We are not, after all, absolutely free; no one is 
entitled to "give" us freedom. What we are entitled 
to is the knowledge that no one may take our freedom 
away, that in marriage we freely choose to become 
husband and wife, to accept the necessary compro- 
mises of marriage which may mean less freedom in 


. some areas, more in others, to be interdependent in a 


context where our individuality is fully accepted. 


Marriage is also once again being prized for its 


response to another great cry of our times — se- 
curity. As the old order gives way to the new, we are 
coming to realize that many of the old foundations of 
marriage are still firm, and that we can still build on 
them.

Bill and 
his wife, Marguerite - aided by a dedicated staff - 
work extremely hard to maintain cuisine and service 
of the very highest caliber. You think that's easy in 
this day and age when life is 10 times more compli- 
cated? Definitely not. So no wonder Kelly's is 
thronged night after night by joyful men and women 
who know they've discovered something very special. 


Closed Mondays, Kelly's serves nightly starting 


at 4. The dinners are $4.50 to over $9. The choices 
range from filet of sole delmonico and fried chicken, 
delta-style, to stuffed trout, prime rib au jus, glorious 
steaks, lamb chops and Tuesday, Wednesday Thurs- 
day specials.

$60 million island 
oil terminal plan 
studied for harbor

The Los Angeles City Harbor 


Department is seeking a federal 
grant to study the feasibility of 
building a $60 million tanker termi- 
nal that would serve the port's oil 
and chemical importers. 


Among the companies that 


could be affected are 
Chevron 


U.S.A., Continental Oil Co., Edging- 
ton Oil Refineries, Golden Eagle 
Refinery Co., Gulf Oil Corp., Mobil 
Oil Corp., Pennzoil Co., Petrolane, 
Phillips Petroleum, Quaker State 
Oil Refinery Co. of California, 
Refiner's Marketing, Shell Oil Co., 
Western Fuel Co., Union Oil of Cali- 
fornia and Westoil Terminals Co. 


The Navy also has a terminal 


in the port. 


THE 
PROPOSED 
terminal 


would be built on an island to be 
created from spoils resulting from 
dredging a 65-foot-deep channel 
from the breakwater entrance to 
the proposed island in the outer 
harbor. 


It would handle the increasing 


shipments of oil from Alaska and 
from the anticipated production of 
crude oil from submerged lands on 
the Outer Continental Shelf. 


The department is applying for 


a federal grant of $250,000 to fi- 
nance the feasibility study. 


The study would examine the 


project's social, environmental and 
economic impact. 


The project immediately raises • 


such questions as: 


— Who would pay for the new 


terminal? 


— If it was built on an island, . 


how would workers and equipment 
get to and from the island? 


— Why an island?- 
While many answers won't be 


known until the study is completed, 
Fred B. Crawford, 
department 


general manager, believes he has 
the answer to the latter question. 


"An island would allow for bet- 


ter circulation of harbor waters," 
he told a receni mooting of the Los 
Angeles Board of Harbor Commis- 
sioners. 


The concept of a single termi- 


nal on an island has the blessings 
of the Coastal Commission and the 
Coast Guard. 


ALASKAN OIL, as well as for- 


eign oil, currently is arriving in 
Southland waters in massive tank- 
ers a quarter mile long with a draft 
of GO feet or more. 


The deepest water in Los An- 


geles Harbor is 52 feet in the 
dredged channel leading to Berth 
46. the so-called supertanker termi- 
nal and docking site of the ill-fated 
tanker Sansenina, which blew up 
last Dec. 17, killing nine men. The 
main channel is only 35 feet deep.

Acey Deucey motivates young Pfcs., tests their 


sense of adventure and teaches them invaluable 
lessons for life. It once cost me a month's pay to 
absorb those lessons, which is why I plan to be only 
an observer next time Albert MacNeill sets up the 


. board at the Vets Memorial. .

The cost of quiet 


WASHINGTON - It has been 10 days 


since the shah of Iran concluded his spec- 
tacular Washington visit. He left behind a 
battleground of litter that cost $20,000 to 
clean and military requests that will cost 
nearly $8 million to fill. 


He also left behind two quiet investiga- 


tions — one by the Justice Department, the 
other by a Senate Foreign Relations sub- 
committee. The shah's supporters were 
flown by the planeloads into Washington 
where they were furnished hotel accommo- 
dations and pocket money. The investiga- 
tors want to know whether the mysterious 
benefactors violated federal law by failing 
to register as foreign agents. 


It might be more instructive, however, 


if the investigators could determine the 
source of the shah's remarkable influence 
in Washington. No other sovereign cus- 
tomer has wangled so much military 
equipment out of the United States. Now he 
has asked the Pentagon to bolster his mili- 
tary forces with additional jet fighters, 
radar planes, military transport planes 
and patrol boats. 


ALL THIS HAS antagonized neighbor- 


ing Saudi Arabia, whose oil has become 
essential to the well-being of all Ameri- 
cans. Yet Washington invanauiy has 
favored the shah over the more inuispenb- 
able, more reliable Saudis. - 


Under Democrats and Republicans 


alike, the White House has pampered the 
' shah, the Pentagon has attended to his 
wants and the State Department has been 
devoted to him. As for the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, it has positively adored 


him. 
. 
We have conducted an investigation, 


for example, of the strange relationship 
between the shah and.ex-CIA director 
Richard Helms. It began in Switzerland 
where the shah and Helms attended Le- 
Rosey Preparatory school. The shah was 
then a weak, whining prince bullied by a 


cruel, domineering father; Helms was a 
thin-blooded, elelant-mannered son of aris- 


l°CrDuring World War II, the elder shah 
demonstrated an unfortunate preference 
for the Nazis. The allies duly deposed him 
and deposited his 21-year-old son on the 
throne. Helms, meanwhile, became a top 
official of the CIA, which in 1953 arranged 
a coup against Iranian Premier Moham- 
med Mossadegh and saved the young 
shah's throne. 


The handsome Helms belonged to the 


sophisticated, old-school crowd who ran 
the CIA. He became the CIA director about 
the time that a colleague, Joseph Farland, 


Jock Anderson 


became Ambassador to Pakistan. Farland 
was short and solid, with a deep voice, 
graying hair and a square jaw. He dressed 
precisely and projected the image of the 
FBI agent he once was. 


At Islamabad, Farland. met almost 


daily with Genera! Yahya Khan, then the 
military dictator. Through him, Farland 
helped Henry Kissinger through the bam- 
boo curtain and provided a cover for Kiss- 
inger's secret, historic visit to Peking. 


After Yahya's government collapsed, 


Farland was assigned as a reward to be 
Ambassador to Iran. He had scarcely set- 
tled down at his new post when Helms 
sudddenly found himself in need of a ref- 
uge from prying Senate investigators. It 
isn't everyone who will accept a CIA chief 
as an ambassador. But the shah was glad 
to welcome his former schoolmate and the 
CIA benefactor. 


Once installed in Iran, Helms behaved 


as if he were representing the shah, rather 
than the American people. The U.S. 
embassy in Tehran began functioning 
virtually as a branch office of thei Iranian 
government.

In 1973, for example, the sttah was 


preparing for a trip to the United; States. 
He hinted to Helms that he did not wish to 
be dogged by demonstrators Bearing 
masks and waving signs. Helrns dutifully 
fired off a classified cable to the State 
Department relaying the shah's suggestion 
"that we tidy up as much as possible anti- 
shah elements in U.S." 
i_ 


Helms also asked the State ;Depart- 


ment to determine whether an anti-shah 
newspaper, in Washington could be closed 
down. The department's. lawyers .re- 
searched the question and determined that 
the publisher, Nasser Afshar, was an 
American citizen protected by tlje First 
Amendment. 


IN OUR JULY 11, 1975, column, we 


cited an unflattering CIA psychological 
profile of the sh'ah, portraying him as a 
brilliant but dangerous megalomaniac. 
Helms "exploded" when he read the Col- 
umn, according to sources who were 
present. Thereafter he would not allow the 
column to be circulated among the staff. 


Helms finally resigned as ambassador 


to Iran on Jan. 31, 1977. He told colleagues 
at the embassy that he was leaving "to 
make some money." He returned to Wash- 
ington to take his lumps lor lying to the 
Senate earlier about the CIA's involvement 
in Chilean politics. 


Last month, he quietly .opened a con- 


sulting" firm in Washington for the pur- 
pose, he told us, of acting as a "go- 
between" for foreign interests seeking to 
do business in the United States and vice 
versa. He calls his new firm the "Safeer" 
company. That's Persian* for "ambassa- 


There's something here that smells like 


a "mahi." That's Persian for "fish."

In our modern technological 


society, one cannot expect an 
urban area to have the tranquility 
of a rural community. But there 
are limits beyond which noise 
levels are completely unreasona- 
ble. 


A major factor in the effecti- 


veness of the new ordinance will 
be its enforcement. As City Man- 
ager John Dever points out, this 
will depend to a considerable ex- 
tent on how much the City Council 
appropriates for a noise-control 
staff. 


We are very conscious of the 


present high level of taxes and we 
certainly don't encourage bureau- 
cratic expansion, but the ordi- 
nance will be worthless if it isn t 
enforced. Council members will 
have to give some thought at 
budget time to the cost of quiet.

Carter said the United States 
w o u l d be studying Smith s 
proposal "with interest," adding 
that the references to universal 
adult suffrage and "one-man, one- 
vote" appear to be encouraging.

Smith 
made his announcement on Thurs- 
day — Thanksgiving Day in the 
United States. If the

brings peace in Rhodesia 
and 


paves the way for similar develop- 
ments in South Africa, the whole 
world will have something to be 
thankful for. 


SACRAMENTO — Not as marry people 


know the names of their local state legisla- 
tors as should know them, so it's probably 
asking too much to wonder why every 
citizen in California doesn't know about 
Frank Lanterman. 


They should. 
Frank Lanterman is an assemblyman 


from La Canada, and also represents Pas- 
adena. He was first elected in 1950, and 
has been' re-elected 13 times. He said re- 
cently he won't try for a 14th. 


It will be our loss, California's. 
When he first came to Sacramento, it 


was to protect his community's interests in 
a water dispute. He still represents the 
interests of his district, of course, hut his 
constituency has widened considerably. 


A COMMITTEE assignment in 1953 


stimulated his interest in the state's men- 
tal health programs. He was horrified by 
what he discovered about the state-run 
warehouses called mental hospitals, and he 
resolved to do something about it. 


He did. He studied, learned, prodded, 


persuaded, and, finally, was the principal 
author of the Lanterman-Petris-Short Act 
which shifts the emphasis from state to 
local mental health care programs. 


The shift hasn't worked as Lanterman 


envisioned it, but we'll get back to that in a 
minute. 


He was outraged at the arrogant and 


cavalier attitude of the State Transporta- 
tion Department's freeway planners to- 
ward local concerns, and it took 10 years of 
what he described as "fighting like a ban- 
shee" to force the department to give 
greater consideration to a community and 
its people when making freeway decisions. 


Appalled at the responsibilities the 


part-time Legislature he entered was 
asked to assume, he requested a work-load 
study in 1955, and the study led to the 


creation of a full-time Legislature m 1966. 


Despite that endorsement of legislative 


progress, he has remained adamant in his 
defense of that long-criticized element in 
most lawmaking bodies, the seniority sys- 
tem."It takes a legislator about 10 years to 
make an impact on the law," he said. once. 
"It takes a long time to prepare, to get 
receptivity, and to educate your colleagues 
on the merits of a particular program." 


Legislation developed and enacted in 


haste invariably causes more problems 
than it cures, he feels.

A Men's Department? No way! 


HOUSTON-The National Women's 


Conference wound up at 1:30 Monday 
afternoon in something close to pure bed- 
lam with the pro-family contingent walk- 
ing out to the strains of "God Bless 
America" and the rest of the ladies, God 
bless them, still chanting it up for the 
FRA 


The three-day clambake produced little 


in the way of suprises and almost nothing 
in the way of hard news, but it was an 
interesting affair nonetheless. Whether the 
results justified the expenditure of $5 mil- 
lion in public funds depends upon one's 
point of view. I would rather have the $5 
million back, but I have seen far more 
federal money wasted in much worse 
ways. 


THE ONE SMALL surprise came to- 


ward the very end, when the delegates 
voted down a recommended resolution for 
the creation of a Cabinet-level Women's 
Department This was the last of 26 
proposals, and the general idea was that 
without a Women's Department the other 
25 might be ignored. As it turned out, the 
delegates felt that if a Women's Depart- 
ment were created, a Men's Department 
might be required in the name of Holy 
Equality, and the thought was unbearable. 
The ladies shouted the proposition down. 


The approved resolutions had been well 


publicized over the past two years. Most of 
them earlier had been approved in most of 
the state women's conventions. The Hous- 
ton ratifications thus amounted to little 
more than pro forma rubber stamps, and 
indeed this was the stifled cry that arose 


now and then from the dissident seats: 
"Rubberstamp! Rubberstamp!" 


Proponents dominated the affair by a 


margin of four or five to one, though the 
standing vote on the pro-abortion resolu- 
tion appeared to be a good deal closer. The 
abortion question was the most emotional 
issue generating even more heat than a 
resolution on sexual preference. This latter 
resolution is intended to protect lesbian

Federal Reserve as 'Mother' 


How to feed the economic baby 


WASHINGTON - The Federal Rer 


serve Board supplies the nation's growing 
economy with money, much as a mother 
feeds her growing child. 


Just as the mother increases the food 


intake as the child grows bigger and 
stronger, so must the Fed increase the 
supply of money so that the economy will 
have the necessary financial nourishment. 
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Their problems are similar, too. Nei- 


ther the mother nor the Fed can supply too 
little nourishment, lest healthy growth be 
retarded. For the child, it could mean 
malnutrition or starvation; 
for the 


"economy, it could mean recession or high 
employment. Neither can they supply too 
much lest growth get out of hand. For the 
child, it could mean too much weight; for 
the economy, it would mean unhealthy 
inflation. 
. 
. 


The trick is to arrive at the right 


formula at the right time. 


The Fed's problems are probably more 


difficult. A mother has strong signals — 
such as a cry or a fat baby — that tell her 
what to do. The Fed's signals are usually 
much weaker. 


They are weaker for several reasons. 


First the Fed doesn't pretend to know 
what causes temporary jumps in the 
money supply; it is not always sure when 
to tighten. Second, money is used over and 
over in the nation's economy. There are 
times when it is turned over faster than 
others. Because of this factor, the money 
managers often find it hard to gauge now 
much money should be pumped into the 
economy. 
The Fed's main money decisions are 


made by a group of 12 (seven board mem- 
bers plus five presidents of regional 
Federal Reserve Banks) called the Federal 
Open Market Committee. This group meets 
monthly. 


THEY DECIDE how much to feed the 


economy in one major way: By deciding 
whether to buy or sell bonds and notes 
issued by the U.S. Treasury. These are not 
U.S. Savings Bonds, but government se- 
curities usually held by banks and corpora- 
tions. 


In a sense, it's like a one-man stock 


market. The Federal Reserve has an agent 
in New York who secretly buys and sells 
these bonds and notes on general orders 
issued from Washington. 


Here's how the Fed turns on the money 


spigot to enlarge the money supply and 
lower interest rates: 


Its New York agent decides to buy 


Treasury bonds and notes from the mar- 
ket, usually from banks. The Federal 
Reserve thus gets pieces of paper from the 
banks, and the banks get money from the 
Fed. The bank, in turn, lends out the 
money. As it is lent out and used over and 
over again by companies and consumers, 
the original amount of money created has 
a multiplied economic impact. 


WHEN IT WANTS to tighten up on 


money to fight inflation, the New York 
agent does just the reverse. He sells gov- 
ernment bonds and notes held by the Fed. 
The Fed is in effect turning over pieces of 
paper to the banks in exchange for money 
Banks cannot lend out Treasury notes and 
bonds. Thus the money supply goes down 
and interest rates rise. 


If one thinks of money as just another 


commodity, like apples or oranges, one 
can see that the Fed is attempting to 
manipulate the supply and demand of 
money in order to affect its real price (the 
interest rate). 


The reserve board watches a number 


of financial indicators to make its deci- 
sions but the most important are the basic 
money supply (cash plus checking ac- 
counts) and the interest rates that banks 
charge each other for loans. 


The Fed has other means to manipu- 


late economic activity, such as changing 
bank reserve requirements, but its mam 
work ot feeding by open market operations 
has far more impact. 


Buses vs. Red Cars 


I have nothing but admiration and re- 


spect for those who have written in on 
behalf of the Red Cars; however, tb.ey;are 
fighting a losing battle. 


It wasn't too many years ago that 


Mayor Tom Bradley of Los Angeles 
charged General Motors with seeking to 
drive out electric rail transit systems in 
the Los Angeles Basin and elsewhere dur- 
ing the 1930s and 1940s. Bradley put it. 
bluntly, this way: "GM and Standard Oil 
of California organized a conspiracy to buy 
up about 200 city electric transit systems 
and make Los Angeles and 44 other Ameri- 
can cities more auto and bus dependent for 
daily transportation needs." 


Executive Vice President Oscar A. 


Lundin of GM denied that the auto 
company helped stifle the Red Car transit 
system; he stated that, "all the charges 
are absolutely false." However, Lundin de- 
clined to discuss the matter in detail be- 
cause of a related suit pending against GM 
in New York. (IP-T, Feb. 27,1974.) 


I grew up in Michigan. Back in the '20s 


and earlier, there was an excellent trans- 
portation system with Detroit as the cen- 
ter. Fast intcrurbans at regular intervals 
went to and from many parts of the state. 
When they had to discontinue operations in 
the '30s and '40s, it was pretty well estab- 
lished that GM had contributed to the 
downfall of the DUR both directly -and 
indirectly. 
; 


To be sure, there were plenty of buses 


ready to take the place of the interurbans. 
This was a step backward, because the 
buses were slower and weren't as comfort- 
able: they rattled and they stank. Today's 
buses running between Los Angeles and 
Long Beach cannot compare with the com- 
fort and speed of the old Red Cars. T.ruc, 
the bus may have a place within cities and 
for long distances, but there are many 
places where a rail system is better. With 
six automobile companies and oil compa- 
nies being ranked among the first seven of 
the largest industrial companies in the 
United States in terms of assets, revenues 
and net incomes (Forbes, September, 1977), 
it would appear we can forget about (for 
the time being, at least) anything which, 
might reduce the sales of automobiles, 
buses, trucks and petroleum products. In 
fact, during the past 60 years, the greatest 
growth has been among the oil and motor 
giants. 


It wasn't just General Motors that put 


the finishing touches to the Red Cars. The 
fascination the automobile holds for the 
general public was also responsible. Today 
in Long Beach, for example, despite an 
excellent public transportation system, 
comparatively few people who have auto- 
mobiles take the bus downtown to work or 
shop, despite excellent equipment, service 
and scheduling. 


After all, the Red Cars are but remind- 


ers of another age, reflecting composure 
and patience; this in contrast to today's 
haste and waste.

Ms. Luther and a few of 
her friends ride up to the 
mountains on horseback. 


"It takes about seven 


hours to get to the hills 


behind Pasadena from 
Long Beach," she said. "It 
takes about 40 minutes by 
car on the freeway. 


"The scenery along the 


way isn't too great. Most 
of the time we're riding 
next to the freeway or peo- 
ple's back yards. Every 
now and then, there's a 
little stretch of trail. 


"Before we get to the 


mountains, we usually 
camp out in Horseman's 
Park in El Monte. 


"1 used to dream about 


going to Montana and liv- 
ing on a ranch.

lost almost half their 
white students in the last 
six years in the midst of a 
general decline in enroll- 
ment in the predominantly 
black school district. 


A report this week to 


the school board on the 
district's ethnic makeup 
showed from October 1971 
to March 1977 student 
population dropped 
by 


about 10,000 to a total of 
about 52,470. 


During that period, the 


number of yhite students 
in the district plummeted 
by about 42 percent, from 
almost 15,100 in 1971 to 
about 8,600. or 16.4 percent 
of total enrollment, six 
years later. 


Blacks' accounted for 


67 4 percent of all students 
in city fchools by 1977, 
compared to 60.5 percent 
in 1971. .But overall, the 
number 'of black students 
had declined by about 
2.000 to' a total of about 
35,380 this jear.

Sevareid, imposing as he 
is to his viewers, has 
never felt 
comfortable 


with television. He is a shy 
man, 
even aloof, and is 


mightily bothered by the 
medium's stress on per- 
sonalities. 


In a "Summing 
Up" 


interview with Cronkite, 
Sevareid said: "1 think 
one should mit this busi- 
ness when you're at least 
slightly ahead. You can 
wear your welcome out. 
This is the most personal 
form of journalism there's 
ever been, and that has a 
built-in danger to it. 
Maybe you can go on writ- 
ing for print until you're 
85. I'm not sure you can 
"o on brosdoasLiiig every 
day." 


CONTRARY to what so 


many think of him, he is 
not, he insists, an oracle. 


"The best brains know 


there are no simple an- 
swers anymore," he told 


the Washington Post. 
"There were simple an- 
swers to Hitler, and to the 
Depression and the suffer- 
ing of people, and to 
McCarthyism. That's one 
reason Ed Murrow was so 
great. These were great, 
simple moral issues. What 
would Ed say about the 
Middle East today? . . . I 
don't think he could have 
had the same black-and- 
white approach. 


"Wherever you turn, 


these things are of such 
complexity that anybody 
who pretends there are 
simple answers is either a 
lot smarter lhan I am or a 
knave." 


Sevareid's sensitivity to 


both sides ot an issue has 
often produced howls to 
the network from both 
camps in a given conflict 
33 We!! 2E earned him the 
nickname "Eric Several- 
sides" from fellow com- 
mentators who think he 
should be more assertive. 


BUT "the great fault of 


the press," tie said, "is not 
bias. It's haste. I don't 
know how yon avoid it. I 
suggested once we should 
broadcast news only every 
other day. . . . Think what 
a good job we could do 
then. And think how 
everybody's nerve ends 
would be rested. The won- 
der is we're as good as we 
are." 


Sevareid, a writer of 


considerable repute, still 
prefers the printed word 
to the spoken. Insofar as 
his broadcast career is 
concerned, he said: "I 
thought I wrote much bet- 
ter in the radio days when 
1 had 
t h r e e or f o u r 


minutes instead of the 
present, say, 2Vi minutes. 
Three or four minutes is 
not a bad essay length; 
you've got time for a little 
grace, for more evidence, 
for the beginning and the 
end. 
I published a lot of 


those essays thes. I 
wouldn't publish any of 
these."

Stevenson, S e v a r e i d 
wrote: "Adlai didn't make 
me feel powerful, but he 
made me feel importantly 
alive, and he Riade me 
feei trusted. 


"There was something 


else, of no meaning to any- 
body but me: I am cursed 
with a somewhat forbid- 
ding Scandinavian man- 
ner with a restraint that 
spells stuffiness to a tot «f 
people. But Adlai saw 
through that unfortunate 
facade. He knew inside I 
am mush, fall of a lot of 
almost pathetic sentimen- 
tality about this country, 
the Midwest, Abraham 
Lincoln and the English 
language. He knew that I 
can't easily give affection; 
I cannot easily withdraw 
it." 


Many have not see* 


through that "unfortunate 
facade." Newsweek maga- 
zine quoted an aide to for- 
mer President Nixon as 
saying the White House 
never attacked Serareid, 
as it did other commenta- 
tors, because "we were 
scared . . . be looked and 
dressed exactly like God, 
except for his neckties."

And so Quest Concepts is planning such 


programs as Ihc "Ultimate Safari" in 
addition lo Encore III. Designed for just Hi 
people, the lour will employ a variety of 
transportation means in Africa — canoeing 
on Ihe Tana River and viewing animals 
Irom hoi-air balloons, for examples. Per- 
haps the most unusual trip, however, will 
be a journey on the "Iron Snake." a posh 
Ihrcc-car Irain built especially for George 
V when he. was Ihc Prince of Wales and 
used only sparingly since.

It's this white crescent of 
ocacli arching toward intensely 
nreen jungle which hides dozens of 
Uiatched dwellings, some plain, 
Some very very fancy.

On the same latitudinal line as 


IHawaii/.Yelapa is so far untouched, 
urispoileU It conjures visions of 
io'bitis'oh Crusoe, Fletcher Chris- 
iari 'Swiss Family Robinson. 


Mbst visitors to this tiny com-, 


munity with its emerald jungle and 
sapphire bay stay only the three 
uours alloted when the Sombrero, a 
converted mine sweeper, glides in 
on its daily voyage from Puerto 
Vallarta, an hour and a half up- 
coast. 
. 


-, ! They miss the exquisite quiet of 
jungle nights, punctuated by a 
dog's bark and waves hurrying to 
shore. They miss the green, low 
mountains, now ebony against the 
rising moon, or the sun's first 
warm-lingers stroking the back of 
a fisherman. 


'YELAPA deserves more than a 


•ursory glance, once the hefty 
landmade" canoes manned by na- 
rives deposit the Sombrero's pas- 
sengers on shore. No piers, no 
docks'here, either. 


Beyond the fringe of seafood 


bars, restaurants, beach chairs and 
hammocks, there are several days' 
ivorlh of things to experience. The 
community draws young North 
Americans for stays as long as 
'{heir pesos last. Quite a few sophis- 
ticated Americans and Europeans 
maintain permanent homes here.

of tapes belonging to Howard Tay- 
lor, Rita's husband. Taylor, a for- 
mer Southern Californian, nine 
years ago convinced Rita, an inter- 
nationally known fabric and 
women's sportswear designer, to 
escape Mexico City's congestion 
and fast pace for Yelapa's tran- 
quility. They've never'regretted it. 


If he has lime, Taylor occasion- 


ally allows visitors a peek at his 


fabulous guest house up the hill 
trom the bazaar by winding steps. 


The only electricity in Yelapa is 


supplied sparingly at Hotel La- • 
gunita where guests relax in 
thatched cottages at water's edge.

1945, when much of the world was 
digging out of the rubble of The Big 
One, America could turn its con- 
cern again to such monumental 
trivia as a football game. 


It would be some time before 


anybody in California could switch 
on on electric box in his house and 
watch a contest being playeci in 
Cleveland, but Bob Waterfield, then 
a suntanned youth recently gradu- 
ated from UCLA, has a vivid recol- 
lection of that glorious day. 


"The weather," he says. "1 


think it was 3 below. The field was 
frozen. 


"They had 
it c o m p l e t e l y 


covered with bales of hay, then 
went down there in the morning 
and started taking the hay off. By 
the time they got it a!l off, the field 
just froze right behind, them. !! was 
like playing on cement." 


The s i t e was Municipal 


Stadium, a 46-year-old facility at 
the foot of West Third St. on the 
shore of Lake Erie. It has housed 
professional football since 1937 and 
major league baseball since the 
beginning of time. In the summer 
it's hot, in the winter it's cold, and 
when the wind howls off the lake it 
chills to the marrow of one's bones. 


THE RESIDENT squad then 


was (he Cleveland Rams, and this 
day was doubly .noteworthy. Not 
only was it to mark one of only two 
Nationaj Football League cham- 
pionships in the history of the fran- 
chise, but it was the last game they 
would ever play there. 


They were to return later as the 


Los Angeles Rams, to lose the title 
game of 1950 and later to fulfill 
assignments in their schedule, as 
they will do today. 


But none would be quite like 


this, for one thing, it was colder 
than it will be today. 


"We had the mittens and the 


stoves and all the stuff they have 
now." says Waterfield. "It didn't • 
help." 


Waterfield was the quarterback 


opposing the Washington Redskins 
in a game the Rams would win, 15- 
M. A rookie quarterback from Cali- 
fornia, which wouldn't see an NFL 
game of its.own until the following 
season after Dan Reeves, the 
owner, blazed the trail in Hie West 
for all big league sports. 


It was so cold, says one ac- 


count, that "the muscial instru- 
ments froze, putting the great Red- 
skin band out of action before the 
game started." 


BUT WATERFIELD completed 


14 of 27 passes for 192 yards, in- 
cluding touchdowns to the alltime 
Ram, Jim 
Benton, and running 


back Jim Gillette. 


"But 1 don't think I threw them 


very far," Waterfield says. "They

flew 2f> to Benton, who ran 12, and 
39 to Gillette, who ran 14. 


The Rams never trailed. They 


led from the start, 2-0, when the 
Redskins' quarterback hit the goal 
post (then located on the goal line) 
with a pass from his own end 
zone— an automatic safety. Who 
was the Washington quarterback? 


"A 
f a i r l y well-known kid," 


Waterficld says, "by the name of 
Sammy Baugh." 


THE WINNERS were paid $1 ,- 


4G8.74, the losers $902.47. Curiously, 
when the Rams returned five years 
later to lose the title game to the 
Browns, 30-28, the winners received 
only $1,113.16, the losers $686.44. 
Obviously, pro football's'boom was 
yet to begin. 


Waterfield later coached the 


Rams through 214 years of their 
unhappy era when they played 
seven consecutive losing seasons. 
Waterfield, also an exceptional 
punter and place kicker, was in- 
ducted into the pro football Hall of 
Fame in nearby Canton in 1905. He 
still follows the club closely and 
has season tickets near the 50-yard 
line. 


"I don't think they're really 


dull." he says in response to a 
central issue. "Anytime you can 
win you should not be considered 
dull." 


Waterfield notes that "(Pal) 


Haden has certainly added another 
dimension, being able to move like 
he can." 


WATERFIELD IS reminded 


that he used to move well enough to 
.play as a defensive back for the 
Rams and even score on an occa- 
sional bootleg play. 


"Now and again," he says, 


"but I had to fool everybody to do. 
it. Haden is a good, quick little kid. 


1 couldn't touch him running with 
the ball. 


"I think a quarterback has to 


do that now with the rush they're 
getting. We didn't get lhat kind of 
rush when 1 played. He's got to be 
able to move out of that pocket and 
still find somebody. Haden is very 
good at finding secondary receiv- 
ers—probably one of the best in the 
league at it. 


"He's a very intelligent boy, so 


he has no problems with any of the 
mental aspects of the game, and 
physically he has certainly proven 
he can play with anybody." 


Waterfield's appraisal of Joe 


Namath is ... well, gracious. 


"Gee, I haven't seen enough of 


Joe to really know. He had to be a 
great player, you know, back East. 


"But lie looked like he was just 


hurting all the time and couldn't 
move, and he was at such a disad- 
vantage with all the big. quick line- 
men now ... but certainly a great 
name-and a great player and he did 
a lot for the game." 


IT BECOMES clear that Water- 


field approves of Chuck Knox's 
selection of a quarterback. 


"What I like about him, num- 


ber one," Bob says with a laugh, 
"is his bank account." 


The Rams lost only once that 


season. The Rams, with Haden at 
quarterback, have lost only once 
this year. The game must seem as 
easy to Haden now as it did to 
Waterfield 
then—32-years later. 


another kid knocking the NFL on•• 
its ear. 


But after Waterfield led the ' 


Rams to the NFL title and was 
chosen unanimously as the league's 
most valuable player—as a rookie,.; 
remember—he was rewarded by 
Reeves with a new contract paying 
what was reported to be the 
"unheard-of sum of $8.500." 


Was Waterfield born too soon? 
"No, not really," he says. "I 


was very lucky playing. I was 
happy with the way I was. treated. 


"As I look back, I wish I had 


played another 3 or 4 years. I could 
have played more. I was 32 and in 
excellent shape. Why 1 didn't play 
more I'll never know. 


"I guess it was because I had a 


chance to make some money out- 
side of football and I just felt, well, • 
I've played eight years, maybe 1 • 
won't get any better. 1 might as 
well grab what I can right now. 1 
wouldn't do it again." 


Although he didn't cash in on 


the boom, Waterfield isn't hurting. 
He lives comfortably in Encino 
without working too hard at it 


"I've been in the oil business in 


Texas since 1 was playing foot- 
ball," he says. "It's been very good, 
to me." 


But he no doubt will feel a 


certain nostalgia when Municipal 
Stadium comes into view on his 
television screen today. 


"I enjoyed playing in Cleve- 


land," he says. "I didn't like play- 
ing in that cold weather, but I 
enjoyed all the rest of it." 


The Giffer, Dandy Don, Humble Howard . . . 
Monday Night Football: A sports soap opera

NEW YORK - It is 23 minutes 


into the show and the Dallas Cow- 
boys and St. Louis Cardinals are 
swinging into action with their 
fists. 


"Let their tempers flare," How- 


ard Cosell tells television viewers 
from the ABC booth in Texas 
•Stadium. "They can't fight. Put 
.them against the Cuban boxing 
team and they'll get destroyed." . 


"Oh me, where did that come 


from?" Don Meredith drawls. 
Frank Gifford giggles in the back- 
ground, and 53 million viewers join 
in. Way to go, Dandy! That showed 
'em. 


IN ITS eighth year on the air, 


Monday Night Football has 
emerged as television's first sports 
soap opera. Ratings are at their 
highest, The Giffer has won an 
Emmy,' Dandy Don has come' home 
and Humble Howard is still talking 
— to everyone but the press. 


The ratings battle between The 


Godfather 
and 
Dallas-St. Louis, 


which the Corleone family barely 
won, 28 to 24.4, was the'talk of the 
broadcast industry and had net- 
work executives shaking their 
heads. Last Monday, as the ABC 
crew prepared to televise that 
night's National Football League 
game between the Washington Red- 
skins and Green Bay Packers in 
Washington, politicians were trying 
to scrounge up tickets and invita- 
tions to hear Cosell lecture at 
lunch. 


At one time, Cosell, a lawyer, 


' fancied the idea of running for the 


United States Senate in his home 
state, New York. Viewers who 
think of him as Dick Dastardly 


. wish he had, although it is Cosell's 


presence in hotel lobbies, at the 


' stadium and in the booth thai, like 


HOWARD COSELL 
'Best at what he does' 


it or not, remains the conversation 
piece of Monday Night Football. 


"To me, Howard is Monday 


Night Football, said Chet Forte, 
who has been the only director on 
the series. "The problem is the 
average American doesn't under- 
stand what Howard does for us." 


THE preparations for Monday 


Night Football are considerably 
more involved than the average 
Sunday afternoon NFL telecast. 
One reason is the pressure of per- 
forming before a larger audience, 
in prime time, a factor that is felt 
by AB.C technicians, talent and 
production personnel. Another rea- 
son is the attempt to make Monday 
Night Football something more 
than just another football game — 
a blend of sports, 
entertainment 


and soap. 


ABC uses 10 cameras, 
four 


more than most regional telecasts. 
Almost all of the cameramen have 
been with the series from the start. 
Forte, with an eye toward satisfy- 
ing the viewer at the far end of the 
bar, pumps so much informational 
data on the screen that Bill Morris, 
the technical director, uses a foot 
pedal in the production truck to 
avoid superimposing the wrong 
camera shot or statistic. 


"Our biggest problem is the re- 


verse of other people," said Dennis 
Lewin, the producer, who usually 
arrives in a city on. Sunday morn- 
ing to begin preparations. "If any- 
thing, we try to do too much. We 
have to discipline ourselves." 


WITH the exception of seeing 


his face and credit on the opening 
billboard, Lewin works in relative 
anonymity. Yet it is he and not 
Cosell or Roone Arlcdgc, the execu- 
tive producer, who makes the 
delicate decisions on what games 
will be shown as part of halftime 
highlights or when special features 
and interviews will run during the 
telecast. 


The 32-year-old Lewin, a pleas- 


ant, self-effacing individual who 
lives in North Tarrytown, N.Y., has 
heard so much second-guessing 
from fans over his choice of high- 
lights thai he now charts how many 
times each team has appeared dur- 
ing the season. 


The degree of involvement by 


the American public in Monday 
Night Football has had sociologists 
wondering. Life styles have been 
allered significanlly from 9 p.m. to ' 
midnight (6-9 PST) during the fall, 
and many amateur sports events 
have changed days and times to 


. 
avoid the competition. The most 
recent game in neighborhood bars 
is to have a patron throw a brick 
through old black and white sets 
when Cosell appears on camera. 


It is no coincidence that Cosell 


FRANK GIFFORD

is used for the lead-in at the top of 
the show, for halftime highlights 
and for all interviews. It has been 
that way since the firsl telecast on 
Sept. 21, 1970, and will remain that 
way now that ABC has picked up 
his option for several more years. 
Cosell is the show's coach, a profes- 
sional who needs only scoring sum- 
maries lo narrate Ihe halftime 
highlighls in one laping session and 
who works from memory rather 
than from prepared notes during 
games. 


COSELL'S ability to recall 


names, dales and details is over- 
shadowed only by his theatrical 
delivery that turns off as many 
viewers as it turns on. 


"You take the same words 


uttered by Howard Cosell and have 


them said by Tom Seaver," Lewin 
said, "and the anti-Cosell faction 
would love it." 


Lewin said Cosell's image — 


"the New York Jewish lawyer who 
sometimes seems as if he's lectur- 
ing" — is neilher middle of Ihe 
road nor what people are accus- 
tomed to hearing or seeing. 


During the production meeting 


on the morning of the Dallas-St. 
Louis game, Lewin informed his 
announcers thai he would run a 
filmed sequence showing three of 
Sid Luckman's record-setting seven 
touchdown passes 34 years ago in a 
game between the Chicago Bears 
and New York Giants. Lewin ex- 
plained the sequence, only to learn 
from Cosell that the best scoring 
catches would not be seen. Cosell 
then recited the remaining touch- 
down passes v e r b a t i m while 
pruduclion people stared at each 
other. 


"How do you know all thai?" 


Meredith asked incredulously. 


"Because I was there," Cosell 


replied, and told the viewers that 
night. "Sid Luckman and I are old 
friends.

While Cosell remains the source 


of public outrage, affection

But to 
the rest of the counlry, Payton 
is Roger Maris chasing 60 home 
runs. Denny McLain going for ;iO 
victories. Rod Carew aiming at 
.400. 


Simpson is injured now, but 


Payton can'l escape his ghost. 
The difference between Payton 
1977 and Simpson 1973 is the 
difference between the Bears 
1977 and the Bills 1973. 


Like the Bears after 10 


games. Simpson's 1973 Bills 
were 5-5. But they had lost twice 
to the Miami Dolphins and were 
oul of playoff contention. They 
won their last four, but it 


seemed incidental to Simpson's 
totals — 124,137, 219, 200.

A. Penelope Kitson is an interior decorator who for 
several years lived in a cottage on the Surrey estate 
of the late j. Paul Getty. At one point in their com- 
panionship Penelope decided to call it quits. She 
went off and married Patrick de Laszlo, the son of a 
prominent portrait painter. Getty was displeased, but 
when the Kitson-de Laszlo marriage broke up in 1973 
he renewed his friendship with Penelope and, of 
course, remembered her fondly and financially in 
his will. 


Q. All tlic newspapers said Bing Crosby was 73 when 
he died. Wasn't he older? Also, did he have any real 
close personal friends, male or female, or was he 
really a loner?—Frances Kelly, Seattle, Wash. 
A. Crosby was born in Taroma, Wash., on May 2, 
1901, was 76 when he passed on. For a show busi- 
ness character, he was uniquely a private man. He 
knew thousands of people but developed relatively 
few close friends. Among the men, some of his 
closest were the late Bill Morrow, a gag-writer; Buster 
Collier, an ex-actor; Phil Harris, an ex-bandleader;

How 
much 


does the FBI pay in 
bribery each year? That's 
a closely held secret, "but 
testimony before the U.S. 
Senate Select Committee on 
Intelligence revealed that 
in fiscal 1976 the bureau 
budgeted more than $7 
million to fay for domes- 
tic security information. 
Knowledgeable sources in 
the committee place the 
amount of money paid to 
informaritR on crime at 
about $3 million, which 
brings the total to about 
$10 million annually. 


The "FBI does not, of 


course, make public how 
much money it pays to in- 
formants, but some of the 
figures have come to light 
as a result of the law^ 
suit filed by the Social- 
ist Workers Party against 
the bureau. 


Information derived from 


discovery proceedings re- 
veals that the FBI paid 
301 informers a total of 
$1,683,000 from 1960 to 
1976 to divulge the ac- 
tivities and plans of the 
party and its youth 
affiliate, the Young So- 
cialist Alliance. In addi- 
tion to paying these 301 
members of the party, the 
FBI also paid 1000 other 
informants for providing 
information on the two 
groups, which have a com- 
bined membership of 2500. 


For years the FBI has 


heavily infiltrated the 
Communist Party, the 
Ku Klux Klan, the Social- 
ist Workers Party and other 
organizations and has paid 


" for information on a 
regular monthly basis. In 
the case of the Socialist 
Workers Party, the bureau 
infiltrated and investi- 
gated for 38 years but 
could not produce any 
evidence of law violation. 


Next year, when Federal 


Judge Frank Johnson be- 
comes new FBI director, 


FUNK JOHNSON 


there will undoubtedly be 
a sweeping realignment of 
budgetary priorities 
throughout the bureau di- 
rected at tie recruitment 
and payment of informants. 


Incidentally, the wife 


of Clarence Kelley, cur- 
rent director of the FBI, 
has signed to publish her 
autobiography next spring. 
Mrs. Kelley, the former 


Shirley Dyckes, spent 15 
years of her life as a 
nun before she met the 
FBI director and married 
him last October. 


Mrs. Kelley says, "I 


will be able to say a good 
deal about Clarence's 
work as head of the FBI 
as I have seen it, -because 
I have traveled exten- 
sively with him as part 
of his program of encour- 
aging wives of agents— 
and women in general—to 
become more closely asso- 
ciated with FBI work." 
Mrs. Kelley, however, 
knows relatively little 
about the inner workings 
of the bureau, particu- 
larly its arrangements 
with informers. 


Clarence Kelley is 


scheduled to resign as 
director of the FBI on 
Jan. 1, 1978. By then he 
will have served as 
director for four years 
and six months. Kelley 
took office on June 27, 
1973, succeeding Pat Gray, 
and found himself im- 
mersed in the floods of 
Watergate.

obvious changes on the 
American scene has 
been the steady increase 
in the number of people 
who exercise regularly. 


A recent Gallup Poll re-

The exercise boom is con- 


stantly expanding. People 
are convinced exercise is 
helpful to good health. 
Is it? And if so, which 
form is most helpful in 
the prevention of heart 
attacks? 


One quick answer is that 


all regulated exercise is 
probably psychologically 
helpful. It generates in 
the exerciser a feeling 
of accomplishment and 
well-being. But to prevent 
heart attacks, the experts 
say, exercise should have 
as its primary purpose the 
enhancement of cardio- 
vascular fitness. 


An exercise that in- 


creases pulse rate for a 
long-enough time—at 
least 20 minutes—is what 
you want. Swimming, jog- 
ging, jumping rope, sta- 
.tionary bicycle riding— 
all of these stimulate 
increased heart activity 
and oxygen consumption. 
In so doing they are rated 
better for improving 
cardiovascular fitness 
than tennis, golf, hiking, 
baseball, or any activity 
in which the participant 
can halt or slow down. 


The American Heart Asso- 


ciation, with 'local 
chapters throughout the 
country, distributes a 
booklet on exercise (one 
free copy to a customer), 
"Erereise Testing in the 
Apparently Healthy Indi- 
vidual." One should read 
it. And, of course, before 
starting any exercise pro- 
gram, the prudent man.or 
woman over 35 should con- 
sult a physician, since 
there is always the pos- 
sibility 'of hidden heart 
disease. 


Jogging and tennis have 


developed into two of the 
most popular exercise 
forms in. this country— 


especially among the more 
educated and affluent 
groups, with a resultant 
"triekle-doim" effect upou 
the other segments of the 
socioeconomic scale. 


Tennis, of course, is 


more social—but jogging, 
the authorities contend, 
is more helpful in pre— 
.venting heart attacks. 
Partake in both and enjoy 
the best of two worlds. 


The 
People's

Kennedy's love of "plea- 
sure and women," which, 
according to Alphand, made 
the President constantly 
accessible to scandal. 


For example, there is 


this titillating entry on 
Aug. 2, 1962, in the am- 


bassador's diary: "His 
[Kennedy's] desires are 
difficult to satisfy with- 
out causing fears of 
scandal and its use by 
political adversaries. 
This will come perhaps one 
day, for he does not take 
sufficient precautions in 
this puritan country.'" 


Alphand, who served in 


this not-so-puritan-as-he- 
thinks country from 1956 
to 1965, was deeply fond 
of President and Mrs. Ken- 
nedy, but he was also 
deeply perceptive of the • 
Washington scene. With his 
beautiful and stylish 
wife, who now works in 
partnership with dress- 
designer Pierre Cardin, he 
staged some of the most 
memorable social affairs 
during his Washington 
stay. Moreover, he seems 
to have known much of what 
was going on—both in and 
out of the boudoirs along 
embassy row.

hen )immy Carter insisted on carrying his luggage 
aboard flights during the Presidential campaign, he was 
showing good sense. For the only way to make sure 
your luggage is not lost is to take it on the plane with 


But if it is too heavy, or you just don't want the inconven- 


ience, there are some precautionary steps you can take—al- 
though there is still no guarantee you won't be among nearly 
3 million domestic air passengers each year who have trouble 
getting their luggage back speedily and in one piece: 


1. Give real care to the type of luggage you buy. You no 


longer have to worry about weight on domestic or interna- 
tional flights, so soft-sided bags may be poor economy even 
though they are easier to carry. Such bags are vulnerable to 
rough handling, the cause of much damaged luggage. So, 
whatever you do buy, make sure it is sturdy. 


?.. Though the U.S. government recently increased from 


$500 to $750 the amount per bag for which airlines can be 
held responsible, you may want to consider "extra valuation 
insurance" sold at the check-in counter. Better still, you can 
get an all-risk policy from your regular insurance broker 
which covers loss or damage to baggage along with death 
payment and medical coverage in the event of illness or acci- 
dent. If you have a homeowner policy, check whether it covers 
luggage insurance. Be particularly careful about insurance if 
you carry valuable items in your bags. 


3. Prior to departure, make an inventory describing each 


bag—manufacturer, color, distinguishing marks—and its con- 
tents. Keep this with you, separate from the luggage. 


4. Place name-and-address tags on the inside and outside 


of each bag. If you don't have such labels handy, the airline 
will supply them. Remove all tags from previous trips; confu- 
sion from more than one set of tags could send your luggage 
to the wrong destination. Many passengers add identifying 
ribbons or other marks to more readily distinguish their bags 
from similar ones. 


5. Inside each bag place an easily visible note that tells 


where you are heading on your trip and the dates you will be 
there. Thus, if your bags are found after you have left the air- 
port, they can easily be sent to you before you are forced to 
buy new ones. 


6. Be sure to lock your bags. This will not 


automatically prevent theft, since luggage 
keys are often interchangeable, but your 
suitcase won't open accidentally. 


7. Check in -early to minimize the possi- 


bility of your luggage's destination being 
mislabeled during a rush period. 


8. Try to avoid "flights where you change 


planes, particularly from one airline to an- 
other. Forty percent of the lost-luggage 
problem arises from the'se transfers. If you 
are on such a flight, allow sufficient time to 
follow this suggestion of Riad Gemayel, 
Royal Air Maroc's station manager at Ken- 
nedy Airport, New York: recheck bags your- 
self between flights rather than check them 
straight through. 


Claims-area tips . 


9. Get to the baggage-claim area as soon 


as possible after landing. That way you mini- 
mize the hazard of someone walking off 
with your luggage. Some airports try to curb 
such thievery by enclosing the claims area 
and posting guards to check passenger claim 
checks. Then, of course, be sure to Hold pn- 
to your baggage checks during the flight 
and make certain their numbers coincide 
with those on the luggage you are removing 
from the baggage-claim area. 


10. If your luggage does not show up at 


the baggage-claim area, notify baggage-ser- 
vice personnel immediately. Be sure to fill 
in the proper tracing form, covering such 
points as name, claim-check number, brief 
description of the bags. If you fail to make 
the claim promptly, the airline may reject it, 
particularly if damage is involved. 


11. Try to arrange your arrival so that you 


have time to wait in the event your luggage 
does not show up immediately. Many miss- 
ing bags turn up on the next flight—95 per- 
cent of those that do show up arrive within 
24 hours—and it is a great relief not to have 
to leave the airport worrying about bags. 


Verify luggage limits 


12. Whatever you do with your bags, 


make sure you carry aboard such items as 
medicine, jewelry, and anything small that 
is difficult to replace. Put them in a carry-on 
bag that fits under a coach seat; If you travel 
light or oh a short flight, consider sticking 
to carry-on luggage. Most of the newer jets 
have ample storage racks overhead, and 
some airlines (TWA and American among 
them) recently removed first-class seats and 
installed carry-on baggage shelves in their 
place. Check the policy of the particular air- 
line you are flying, since some lines limit 
carry-ons to garment bags and luggage that 
fits under the seat. Recent regulation has 
changed the carry-on luggage limit on over- 
seas flights from a weight to a size basis. 


Lost luggage has plagued the airlines since 


their beginning, and the problem grows as 
air irave! increases. While the 3 million 
domestic passengers currently afflicted may 
he only I'/z percent of the 200 million 
carried by airlines annually, each lost bag 
represents an inconvenience if not a minor 
tragedy. It's hard to start a conversation 
about air travel these days without hearing 
horror stories about lost luggage. 


The airlines not only are worried about 


the problem but are spending millions try- 
ing to eradicate it. For example, nine do- 
mestic airlines recently set up Easy Trac, a 
computerized tracking system that is said 
to have done wonders in tracing missing 


• pieces of luggage by sharing the data among 
all nine. The data in turn are fed into the 


Airlines Computer Tracing System, main- 
tained by Eastern Air Lines, which starts 
picking up information after bags have been 
missing for three days. Only after another 
30 days does this system give up. 


It all helps, of course—but you would still 


be wise to follow Jimmy Carter's lead and 
carry it aboard yourself.

PAHADE FOOD EDITOR 


When the oven door is opened, a 


heavenly aroma fills the kitchen as two 
golden-brown loaves of molasses bread are 
removed and set on racks to cool. 


This bread is quite different from any 


you've ever tasted. The molasses gives it 
a distinctive color and slightly sweet taste. 
The "crumb" is even and compact, making 
the loaf easy to slice.

MOlASSES bREAd 


2 packages active dry yeast 
Va cup warm water (105-115 degrees) 
1'/j cups milk, scalded 
Va cup shortening 
Vs cup molasses 
3 tablespoons firmly packed brown sugar 
1 tablespoon salt 
1'/2 cups 100% natural cereal 
2 cups whole-wheat flour 
3V2-4 cups sifted all-purpose flour 
Butter or margarine, melted 


Dissolve yeast in warm water. Pour scalded 
milk over shortening, molasses, sugar and 
salt; stir until shortening is melted and sugar 
is dissolved. Stir in cereal; cool to lukewarm. 
Add about one cup whole-wheat flour; mix 
well. Stir in dissolved yeast. Add remaining 
whole-wheat flour and enough all-purpose 
flour to make a soft dough. 


Turn dough out onto lightly floured sur- 


face; knead until smooth and elastic, about 


8-10 minutes. Place in greased bowl, turn- 
ing to grease surface of dough. Cover; let 
rise in warm place (85 degrees) until double 
in size, about 1'A hours. 


Punch dough down. Divide into two 


equal portions; let rest 10 minutes. Roll out 
each portion to form 14" x 7" rectangle. 
Roll up each rectangle tightly, starting with 


narrow end; press ends and seam together 
to seal. Place seam-side-down in two 
greased 8W x A'/i" x 2'A" loaf pans. Brush 
with butter. Cover; let rise again until near- 
ly double in size, about one hour. Bake at 
350 degrees 40-45 minutes. Remove from 
pans immediately; cool on wire rack. Cool 
completely before slicing.

Around the country, lavish new or enlarged public sta- 
diums arc heavily promoted as bonanzas lor their com- 
munities. In tact, they nearly always cost taxpayers 


dearly, as in New York, where the cosl of remodeling 
Yankee Stadium- -complete with $30JOOO-a-year private 
boxes—escalated from $24 million to $240 million. 


A National Controversy

ptimism filled the air as Louisiana's 
voters approved construction of 
the world's largest domed stadium 
in downtown New Orleans. Pro- 


moters and politicians called the stadi- 
um "a good bargain" at the projected 
cost of $35 million. They boasted that, 
without ever "involving the state's faith 
and credit," the Superdome would 
make Houston's Astrodome—the first 
enclosed stadium—"as obsolete as the 
Roman Colosseum." About the only 
question, they emphasized, would be 
how many millions a year "this real 
money-maker" would add to the area's 
economy. 


So what are the results of the magnifi- 


cent, saucer-shaped Louisiana Super- 
dome since it opened in 1975 at a con- 
struction cost of $175 million—which 
interest on the bonds will swell to $325 
million? It turns out that local taxpayers 
are obligated for the. cost. Worse yet, 
income from such events as football's 
next Sugar Bowl and Super Bowl can- 
not even approach the Superdome's 
$56,000-a-day operating expenses, and 
it already has lost $12 million. "I offered 
to sell the Dome to dispel those want- 
ing to get rid of this debt," says Charles 
E. Roemer II, Louisiana's Commissioner 
of Administration. "But after potential 
buyers saw the overhead, we couldn't 
even give it away." 


Heavy cost to taxpayers 


The Superdome's cost underscores 


the realities behind the nationwide 
trend toward building elaborate public 
stadiums and arenas that has committed 
unsuspecting taxpayers to spend more 
than $6 billion (plus $1 billion for roads, 
ramps and sewers). Virtually all of the 
53 new or enlarged stadiums and arenas 
that were supposed to generate reve- 
nues for municipalities instead cost 
dearly and sometimes bring new taxes. 


Losses are so large that many stadiums 
are considered successful if they pro- 
duce enough income to pay half of the 
operating expenses—let alone pay- 
ments on the bonds. Says Walter Colby, 
manager of Pittsburgh's Three Rivers 
Stadium: "I'm not sure there is any such 
creature as' a money-making public 
stadium." 


Stadium supporters in Pittsburgh and 


elsewhere argue that communities prof- 
it by increased tax revenues from stadi- 
ums and various intangibles such as 
neighborhood redevelopment and re- 
newed civic pride. Still, when "profit" 
is defined in terms of dollars and cents, 
losses are the rule. 


Low estimates, high fees 


Little wonder. Many times a stadium's 


unexpectedly huge cost guarantees a 
loss. To placate voters, entrepreneurs 
brazenly estimate the stadium's cost at 
a fraction of the actual price and never 
mention that it will be doubled by in- 
terest. In addition, suspiciously large 
fees to consultants and outright fraud 
often follow, leading cynical fans to 
suggest a stadium be named "Payola 
Park" or "Bribery Bowl." 


Some promoters add enough acces- 


sories to stadiums to escalate the cost 
to $3900 per seat. Up to $1 million 
is spent for waterfalls, $5 million for 
computerized scoreboards with screens 
that flash cartoons razzing opponents 
and praising the home team. Even more 
is spent to enable team owners to view 
games from lavish suites complete with 
televisions and bars. 


New York's Yankee Stadium, whose 


mere remodeling cost soared from $24 
million to $240 million (counting inter- 
est), includes "private boxes" so opu- 
lent that they rent for $19,000 to $30,- 
000 a year. As in other cities, this plan 
was also supposed to rejuvenate the 
neighborhood around the stadium. Fans 
at the latest World Series, however, saw 
that the immediate area has worsened 
markedly. Buildings are in ruins; thou- 
sands of jobs have been lost. 


Need more events 


It is apparent why profits elude even 


the 80,000-seat Pontiac Silverdome 
near Detroit that was finished at its 
budgeted $55.7 million and is aggres- 
sively promoted. It is so huge that musi- 
cal groups, for example, fear loss of 
prestige if they appear before three 
times as many empty seats as fans. The 
Silverdome's executive director, Charles 
McSwigan, speaks candidly: "We're 
trying to curtain off much of the stadi- 
um to attract events that draw around 
20,000 people and have a chance at a 
miracle: to break even. But we'd still 
need our annual $800,000 subsidy from 
the state of Michigan just to do that." 


More sophisticated subsidies shroud 


the losses of "profitable" stadiums. 
Seattle's popular Kingdome, boast King 
County officials, "had a cash surplus of 
$196,000 in 1976 and is just about hold-

ing its own this year." But these totals 
do not include its construction pay- 
ments of $2.6 million a year. 


Executives of Meadowlands, the state-

At least $35 
million a year in tax taken from bets on 
horses at the very successful adjoining 
racetrack—money that normally pours 
into a slate's treasury—is (and must be 
for 30 years) used to pay operating and 
bond expenses on the costliest sports 
complex in U.S. history. (Only 0.5 per- 
cent of Meadowlands' betting tax—$2.5 
million—went to New Jersey's treasury 
in 1976. By comparison, New York's 
three major racetracks, which pay at 
least $fi million each year in property 
tax, also send their entire 5 percent bet- 
ting tax—$73.3 million in 1976—to the 
stale.) 


Building separate arena 


And, as.in many other cities, Mea- 


dowlands' management now plans to 
borrow more money to erect a separate 
arena for basketball and musical events. 
Entrepreneur Sonny Werbiin says at 
least 250 events a year are needed to 
earn a profit—a number as yet unob- 
tainable by other arenas. 


Heightening losses "are leases that 


give teams "priority use" of a stadium 
and little, if any, expense. The Mets 
'baseball team steadfastly refuses to 
allow football in New York's Shea 
Stadium unlil the chilly part of autumn 
and, even then, retains the profit from 
concessions. 


Still, teams lobby relentlessly for bet- 


ter terms. In 1976 the Denver Broncos 
managed to have their lease on Mile 
High Stadium quietly renegotiated with 


city officials to Denver's disadvantage— 
until public pressure forced a new ar- 
rangement. At Baltimore's Memorial 
Stadium, the Colts and Orioles gained 
huge reductions in rent that multiplied 
taxpayer losses for maintenance alone 
from $71,444 in 1974 to $730,894 in 
1976 and moved the city's comptroller, 
Hyman Pressman, to protest: "Two 
profitable teams, already had a great 
sweetheart deal. Now we're paying 
them to use our stadium." 


Cryptic language 


So many other clever deals abound 


that the response was predictable when 
the recently disbanded House Select 
Committee on Professional Sports asked 
21 stadiums' administrators for their 
"lease-revenue 
arrangements" 
with 


professional teams. Only 10 replied, 
some in cryptic language that concealed 
the terms. Says Rep. Bernie Sisk (D., 
Cal.), the committee chairman: "A lot 
of cities would be embarrassed if peo- 
ple knew how much their stadiums 
really subsidize pro teams." 


Indeed 
they would. Take Texas' 


Arlington Stadium, which obligates tax- 
payers for at least $43 million just to 
enlarge and provide other benefits for 
the Rangers baseball team. The com- 
mittee's questions about the stadium's 
lease with the Rangers brought only this 
answer: "Trade, business or professional • 
secrets" enabled the city to overcome 
intense competition to gain the Rangers 
as a tenant, and "should I answer the 
questions ... I would be blueprinting 
that procedure and method by which 
this was accomplished . . . Good luck 
to you and your committee on the de- 
struction of professional sports." 


Records show that Arlington's city 


council had declared the Rangers' lease 
an "emergency measure," thereby sus- 
pending the charter rule that it be read 
at least once at the council's regular 
meeting. The lease requires the city to 
"furnish all costs of" the stadium's elec- 


tricity, air conditioning, heat, water, 
watchmen, security service, police pro- 
tection, plus all supplies, materials 
and labor for repairs. The Rangers pay 
no rent for the stadium until they sell 
one million tickets in a season (which 
twice they did not do) and then—after 
taking several deductions—only 5 to 7 
percent of the price of the next tickets 
sold. 


The lease states that Ar- 


lington "retains" 100 percent 
of its revenue from advertise- 
ments. But Clause 3.1b gives 
the Rangers all income from 
programs and yearbooks, in- 
cluding all advertisements in 
them. What really sounds 
profitable 
is 
Arlington's 


rights, through the 1981 sea- 
son, to all "the revenue" 
from local Rangers broad- 
casts. What the lease doesn't 
mention: the city also paid- 
Robert Short, the Rangers' 
former owner, $7.5 million 
for these broadcast rights. 


Many municipal officials. 


can't even decipher leases 
to their stadiums which, 
PARADE learned, team at- 
torneys often write. The land- 
mark Astrodome in Houston 
was leased to a canny sports 
conglomerate at a yearly 
rental ($750,000) even less 
than the payments on the 
construction 
cost. 
Harris 


County expected—and was 
surprised when 
it didn't 


get—vast income from its 
share of tours and premium 
prices on choice seats. Yet, 
despite suing, the county 
never received one cent of 
the profits which helped en- 
large the conglomerate. (The 
suit did compel it to make 
embarrassingly needed re- 
pairs.) The reason, as one in- 
sider chuckled in admiring 
the intricate lease: "Ha, ha, 
we're 
just 
smarter 
than 


you." 


Forced to build 


Still, even municipalities 


aware of the costly pitfalls 
feel compelled to build a 
stadium for a team—and 
quickly. Typifying team own- 
ers' strategy, Ralph C. Wilson 
|r. stipulated that Buffalo en- 
large ancient War Memorial 
Stadium if his Bills football 
team remained there. 


But after their demand was 


80,020-seat football-style Rich Stadium, 
which was then turned over exclusively 
to the Bills. 


Thus the city now pays off bonds on 


an abandoned stadium that it improved 
expressly for the Bills while the county 
also pays on bonds for Rich Stadium 
that were recently sold for $41.1 mil- 
lion (including interest), in 1976, the 


Yet budget-minded municipalities 


need not pay this price. As Baltimore 
comptroller Hyman Pressman points 
out: "The game some teams play best is 
flimflam. If they don't get their new 
stadium or else, they still don't move." 


Municipalities might suggest' that 


teams follow the New England Patriots' 
example.

Kansas City's Arrowhead Stadium and

Cities already burdened 


with a costly stadium might 
evaluate the smallest money 
losers. 
Philadelphia's 
Vet- 


erans Stadium, by collecting 
a reasonable share of tickets 
and concessions plus a 30- 
cent tax on each ticket for 
professional events, held its 
annual losses to betw^ 
$1.3 million and $180,000 
over its first five years. In 
1976, 2.5 million fans attend- 
ing Phillies baseball games 
brought what was said to be 
a public stadium's first un- 
disputed profit—about $100,- 
000. Repairs, though, douse 
any notions of future profits. 
New artificial turf alone costs 
$f!50,000. 
'Low-cost' not cheap

Cities or counties planning 


to build a "self-supporting" 
stadium might do well to 
study the history of 16-year- 
old,

RFK Stadium in Washington, 
D.C. Not even income from

events have enabled the sta- 
dium in recent years to pay 
any of its annual $831,000 
interest or even a cent on the 
construction bonds of $19.8 
million that are due in 1979. 
"Predictions about a car- 
peted $100-million stadium 
are cheap," stresses Robert 
Sigholtz, RFK Stadium's man-' 
ager. "But maintaining even 
a low-cost, no-frills stadium 
is very expensive." 


Sigholtz contends that sta- 


diums can't realistically ex- 
pect to have a profit any

"They're built for residents 
who want to go to sports 
events instead of a museum 
and for teams to make a fair 
—not windfall—profit. If a 
team demands lower rent on 


met and the stadium enlarged, the 
Bills issued another of their periodic 
ultimatums that they had "no alterna- 
tive to moving" unless given a new and 
bigger stadium. They even announced 
that Wilson was in Seattle to arrange the 
transfer of the team there. Whereupon, 
Erie County's legislature tabled other

He's put a lot out 
on the plate, and it may prove too much 
for the American people to digest. His 
goals are admirable, but his tactics are 
poor. 


• "I attribute that to lack of experience. 


But he's one President who's not back- 
ing away from the major problems of 
our time. It's a little early in the game 
to pass judgment on him, but he could 
end up being one of our greatest two- 


term Presidents—or, with bad luck, he- 
could be washed up after one term. 
We've got to give him a fair run." 


Pierpoint, who's writing his memoirs, 


tentatively titled "At the White House," 
was assigned there in 1957 after serving 
CBS as Far Eastern bureau chief for three 
years. Eisenhower was then President. 


"Ike," he recalls, "was more like a 


•chairman of the board than a President. 
He had Jim Hagerty, George Humphrey, 
John Foster Dulles, Sherman Adams—a 
regular board of directors who ran 


things. In those days CBS had one man 
covering the White House, and I was 
the boy. Now we have four people. But 
whenever i think back to the Eisen-' 
hower Administration, I'm reminded of 
what a great press secretary Ike had in 
Jim Hagerty. He was the best. He always 
took care of the press. Regarded us as 
his boys.1 With him as press secretary, 
we had a decent life. When he said the 
lid was on for the day, the lid was on." 


Pierpoint remembers Ike's successor. 


Jack Kennedy, as "a good President but 
not a great one. He was young and 
brash and progressive. He really wanted 
to move the country forward. He wasn't 
a standpatter like Ike, who, despite his 
tremendous popularity, never really had 
any changes in mind. Jack Kennedy 
really needed a second term. He was 
hoping for a more cooperative Congress 
in 1964." 


Of lyndon Johnson, Pierpoint says: 


"Johnson was probably the most quali- 
fied President I've covered. He really 
understood how the American system 
should work. He was colorful and un- 
predictable. He had experience and 
background, knew all the inside angles. 
But he couldn't work himsetf out of the 
Vietnam war. He had three different 
press secretaries—George Reedy, Bill 
Moyers, George Christian- all good, 
but they couldn't prevent Johnson from 
putting his foot in it." 


His view of Nixon 


Pierpoint, who covered the Nixon 


Administration along with Dan Rather, 
found "Nixon was racked by terrible 
problems of insecurity. 
He looked 


down on people. He was always sorry 
for himself. He was power-driven and 
hungered for ego-satisfaction. It was a 
bad, bad time for us. He did not^sur- 
round himself with people of warmth 
or friendliness. Many were in his own 
image. 


"Jerry Ford, of course, was the direct 


opposite — decent, friendly, compas- 
sionate. A politician for conservative 
causes who didn't have a really new or 
progressive thought in 25 years. But a 
genuinely good guy." 


Pierpoint, who was educated at the 


University of Redlands and the Univer- 
sity of Stockholm, has worked for CBS 
for 27 years. He is married to the former 
Pat Adams, a painter also from Red- 
lands, and says: "We met in a sociology 
course in college, 'Marriage and the 
Family,' and both of us are the offspring 
of retired vice presidents who worked 
for the Bank of America." 


The Pierpoints have four children, 


one of their own and three from Pat's 
first marriage. They live in a newly 
bought home off River Road in Bethes- 
da, Md., a half hour's drive from the 
White House where Pierpoint has spent 
most of the last 20 years and claims still 
to love it.

Thirty-six years ago, Hollywood packed its duffel 


bag and went to war. 


"World War !! was probably the last time the whole 


nation, or at least the vast majority, ever agreed." said 
producer Alan Landsburg. 


"There was a wonderful kind of naivete about that: 


'Let's get together and get this war over with.'" 


That remarkable spirit that infused the whole coun- 


try is captured in "Oscar Presents the War Movies and , 
John Wayne." The two-hour program, which Landsburg 
produced for the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences, will be seen on ABC at 9 tonight. 


Wayne, who fought the battle on land, sea, air and 


soundstage, and probably embodies that spirit and era 
better than anyone else, is the principal host. Other 
hosts are Louise Fletcher, Walter Matthau, Jeff Bridges 
and Brenda Vaccaro. 


Landsburg and his researchers waded through 1,700 


movies cranked out during World War II, or immedi- 


-ately afterward, to come up with excerpts from 10i 


films. 


"We looked for the scenes that showed Americans 


pulling together and that gave the emotional thrust of 
the war," Landsburg said. "We snipped out the emo- 
tional wallop and central thrust of the pictures. Our job 
was to organize it so that you got an emotional jolt from 
each film." 


THE FILMS 1)0 BRING an emotional charge to 


anyone who lived through the war, or even if you've only 
experienced it through television reruns. Those great 
faces are there - Clark Gable, John Wayne, Gary 
Cooper, John Garfield, Errol Flynn, Pat O'Brien, Brian 
Donlevy, Robert Taylor, James Stewart, Spencer Tracy, 
Van Johnson, James Wnitmore, as well as Bob Hope and 
Bud Abbott and Lou Costello. 


Even a rough cut of the program, seen without 


narration, is like a visit to a time gone by. It was a time 
when there was no dissent—at least not from the 
movies, which wholeheartedly backed the war effort 


• with a combination of patriotism, jingoism and inno- 


cence. 


It opens with the day America's isolation was 


shattered at Pearl Harbor on Dec.7, 1941. We see this 
through such films as "Pride of the Marines, 
"Wake 


Island" and "From Here to Eternity." 


Next came the making of an army, with Walter 


Matthau relating his own experiences in basic training 


Louise Fletcher tells of the country s need tor 


heroes in the early, dark days of the war. Landsburg 
said "We had two special movie heroes. The 12 nurses 
left 'hehind at Bataan and John Wayne. The nurses 
appeared in many movies and Wayne was the American 
hero in half a dozen films." 


THE HOME FRONT IS EXPLORED by Brenda 


Vaccaro in such movies as "Rationing," with Wallace 
Beery, and a Walt Disney cartoon in which Donald Duck 
learns the importance of paying his taxes.

"The furlough, that moment when they tried to 


gobble up life before shipping out to battle, is found in 
'Hollywood Canteen,' 'The Clock,' 'Anchors Aweigh and 
'As Thousands Cheer'," Landsburg said. 


In the victory parade segment, it's "take a bow.

There must be dozens of critics who point to the 


phenomenal success of ABC's "Laverne and Shirley 
as ample proof that the American viewing public 
loves to wallow in mediocrity. 


When the half hour sitcom was spun out ol 


"Happy Days" as a midseason entry two years ago, 
it was greeted with the kinds of reviews Woody Allen 
might have received if he tried to play Hamlet in his 
underwear and wanted to be taken seriously. 


Almost universally panned, "Laverne and Shir- 


ley" was described as stupid, bereft of imagination, 
silly, totally unbelievable and a perfect example of 
the pandering to low-brow tastes that ABC has made 
its trademark. 
„ 


But for some reason "Laverne and Shirley 


eoiHntn has been out of the top 10 rankings since its 
debut and usually is lodged in the top three. What 
kind of logic is that? 
. 


Well humor isn't all that logical, and the simple 


ifui'ii is that "Laverna and Shirley" is outrageously 
funny to most people in America who own TV sets. I 
happen to be one of the fans myself. 


Granted, "Laverne and Shirley" is silly, maybe 


even stupid in order to tickle your ribs. But then so 
were Laurel and Hardy, the Three Stpogcs and a lot 
of screwy comics now regarded as seriously as any of 
our national shrines. 


There's good reason why "Laverne and Shirley 


is a hit and likely to remain one. Primarily, it has 
some of the best comedy performers in the business 
working in ensemble, poking an awful lot of fun at 
things most of us can identify with rather easily. 


In this season's premiere, for example, the two 


zanies win an airplane trip to Baltimore to see a 
football game. Naturally.-Laverne has never been on 
a plane before and has a fear of (lying that would 
even jolt Erica Jong. 


Loaded down with religious medals, Laverne is 


dragged onto the plane by Shirley and plops down 
next to a nun for a little extra measure of security. 
Shirley assures her there's much more danger riding 
in a car than an airplane. 


"Nobody ever fell 30,000 feet out of a DeSoto," 


Laverne counters. Before long, Shirley serves the 
pilol coffee, spills it on his lap, causes him to jump

up bang his head and knock himself out. Which is 
why Laverne winds up flying the airliner into Balti- 
more with no more experience than the fact she 
watches "Sky King" every Saturday. 


Silly? No doubt about it. But also very funny for 


anybody who appreciates well-written, fast-paced 
[arce. 


Perhaps it's all just a matter of taste, but I find 


Penny Marshall and Cindy Williams to be accom- 
plished comediennes who could perform a laundry 
list and make it funny. The other goofy characters in 
the series are equally endearing to me. 


Once in awhile the majority of critics just have 


to be wrong. I think this is one of those times and 
look for "Laverne and Shirley" to keep ABC flying 
high in the Nielsens Tuesday nights.

Blacklist era recalled 
in 'Hollywood on Trial7

NEW Y O R K (AP) - 


David Helpern found the 
experience an emotional 
one. making a film about 
the Hollywood writers and 
directors who went to jail 
in 1950 rather than cooper- 
ale with a congressional 
hunt fur Communists in 
the movie industry. 


"One 
of the 
charges 


against the film is that it 
isn't objective," said Hel- 
pern. who directed the 
movie, 
"Hollywood on 


Trial." "We did every- 
thing we could to present 


both sides and 1 believe 
we did. 1 think the 
ma- 


terial speaks for itself. 


"But I make no bones 


about it," said Helpern, 
whose film will be telecast 
nationally on public TV 
stations between Nov. 27 
and Doc. 6.(It airs Friday 
at 9 p.m. on Channel 28.) 
"1 think one side was right 
and one side was wrong. 


"I FOUGHT with this 


for over a year," Helpern, 
29, recalled. "Finally, a 
sort of release came (lur- 
ing the San Francisco 
Film Festival last year.

The Scriptural account of man's beginning a «t 


forth in Genesis chapter two. The record shows ttwt. 
God formed man's material body of the dust of the 
around, breathed into his nostrils the breath of life, 
and man became a living soul (Genesis 2-.T) 
The 


human person is therefore composed of two distmct 
and separate entities, a body and a soul. His body 
identifies him as that which is very complex and 
therefore points to a creator. The fact that^he beta™ 
a "living soul" places him in a position higher than^t 
brute beast and makes him a being of a higher ord 
If we examine the Genesis account of creation care- 
fully, we shall see that man is differentiated from the 
animals in several different ways. 
1 God formed man of the dust of the ground. We 
are not told that any animal was so formed. This is 
man's first distinction.

2 
God breathed into man's nostrils. No animal 


received either its breath or its life in that way. This is 
distinction number two. 
3 The thing breathed into man's nostrils is called the 
"breath of life." Here the Hebrew always makes a 
distinction between man and animals. 


The term - breath of life - is frequently applied to 


animals in the early 
Hebrew 
writings. IHowever, 


whenever animals are said to have the breath of Me, 
the Hebrew term is always ruaeh-hayim, literally 
the wind of life. But, whenever man is send to have 
the breath of life, it is always nishmath-hayirn, 
literally, the breath of life. There is no exception to 
this. If so, let someone point it out. 


4 "Man became a living soul." This is equivalent 


to saying that man became an immortal soul. How- 
ever/Jehovah's Witnesses deny this very important 
fact and say that man is no more than the beast. Iney 
«,lte "b%ath" (or wind of life) of life that animals 
have with one "becoming a living soul. ' 


The form of God is not physical and hence man 


was not created physically in the image of God- More 
than any others. Mormons teach the physical form ot 
God and man in that physical image. But

A spirit has not flesh and 
bones - Luke 24:39. Hence, the part of man that is m 
"the image of God" is not the fleshly part, bu the 
spiritual part.
